THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

The regular meeting of the board of 
aldermen was held Monday evening, with 
Mayor Cobb in the chair, and Aldermen 
Downs and Tolman absent. 

At eight a hearing on the petition of the 
telephone company for pole and wire lo¬ 
cation on Boylston street, was opened. 

No one appeared at the hearing on the 
laying out of Montvale and Hobart roads, 
and no one opposed the petition of the tel- 
phone company, for a location on Itiver 
street. At eight live a hearing was given 
the same company on petition for pole lo¬ 
cations on Adams, Church, Bellevue, Ward 
and Perkins streets. 

A communication was received from 
John Avery objecting to granting the lo- j 
cation on Perkins street. Admiral Kim¬ 
berley, and Messrs Fleming and Peabody J 
appeared to remonstrate on the ground 
that the residents on the street were ai- | 
ready sufticently supplied with telephones, | 
and that the poles and wires would injure ; 
the trees. II. A. Inman remonstrated in 1 
his own behalf, and for Mrs. Seccomb and j 
Mrs. Ransom. He objected to the injury j 
to the trees. 

Horton S. Allen, stated that the location 
was asked in the interests of better service j 
and to enable the company to take its i 
wires from trees. 

S. s. Stevens, ,J. W. Fisher, and Welling- I 
ton Howes objected to the pole location on 
Church street, claiming that the telephone 
service now supplied on the streets was 
satisfactory, ami that the wires would 
injure the trees. Mr. Allen stated that the 
pole line was wanted to carry the wires to 
Bellevue street, und for local distribution 
purposes. It was necessary to go through 
Church street on account of the changes at 
the Church street crossng. It was pro¬ 
posed to erect a very light line of poles, 
und relieve the trees of wires. 

Alderman Green for the highway com¬ 
mittee recommended the laying out of 
Birch hill avenue, and a hearing was or¬ 
dered for Dec, 28. William Gannon and 
Delia Dorsey w ere referred to the claims 
committee on motion of Alderman White 
on petitions for damages. The highway 
committee reported in favor of laying out 
and accepting Kirk stall road, and a hear¬ 
ing was ordered for Dec. 28. Petitions of 
the N. E. telephone company for locations 
on Park and Austin streets were received 
und hearings ordered for Dec. 14. 

Alderman Degen, for the street railway 
committee, reported in favor of granting 
the petition of the Newton ami Boston 
street railway company for a track loca¬ 
tion on Walnut street from its present 
terminus across the Albany tracks, to con¬ 
nect with the rails of the New tonville and 
Watertown, and the New ton stieut rail- i 
way company. He stated tliut the com¬ 
pany accented the location under the con- | 
dition that it grant live cent transfers 
connecting lines. 

On motion of Alderman Allen, F. F. | 
Ward was granted permission to move 
three buildings from the Cole estate to Bor¬ 
der street, West Newton, on condition 
that he pa> the cost of cutting thu wires i 
of the street railway company. 11. II. , 
Hunt was referred to the committee on j 
claims on petition for damages on account * 
of the widening of Washington street, I 
West Newton. 

c. K. Hatiieldand others petitioned toi I 
a concrete sidewalk on Cherry street, I 
West Newton, amt were referred to the 1 
highway committee. K. I*. Seavei and I 
others petitioned for street lights on Wood¬ 


ward street, and were referred to the street 
light committee. 

Orders were presented by Alderman 
Green and adopted authorizing the high¬ 
way committee to lay sidewalks with edge- 
stones and cross walks on Washington and 
Union streets. On recommendation of the 
highway committee the Walnut hills land 
company was given leave to w ithdraw on 
its petition for the abatement of street 
watering tax on its property on Common¬ 
wealth avenue, and John and Georjje Ward 
and others were given leave to withdraw 
on petition for abatement of llowage 
nuisance on Grant avenue. 

A communication was received from 
W. M. Mick and others urging the grant¬ 
ing of the location in the Oak hill district 
asked for by the West Roxbury and 
Newton Centre street railway company; 
referred to the proper committee. 

Francis Sprague was granted an auc¬ 
tioneer's license, and a petition of J. Car- 
penger, for a carriage license with stand 
at Wuhan was referred to the license com¬ 
mittee. 

Gardner Wadleigh, Walnut street, 
George 1). Dix Fuller street, and Chan- 
cey M. Ransom, Grafton street, were 
draw n as jurors on order of the Superior 
court. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Green, and adopted, transferring all re¬ 
ceipts from the highway department be¬ 
yond the estimated receipts to the appro¬ 
priation for highway general repairs. An 
order was adopted providing for the laying 
out and acceptance of Pemberton street. 

The petition of the telephone company 
for pole and wire locations on Ward, 
Bellevue, Boylston, and River streets were 
granted on recommendation of the license 
committee. 

The water board was authorized to 
relocate the hydrant in Nonantum square 
at an expence not to exceed $5oo, and was 
authorized to place new hydrants on Wal¬ 
nut, Centre, Summit and Highland streets. 

L. A. Vachon was referred to the license 
committee on petitiou for permit for two 
pool tables in Central block, Xewtonville. 
On motion of Alderman White, Tiiomas 
White was granted a license of the sixth 
class for use in his drug business at Upper 
Falls. 

Alderman Degen presented the report of 
the charter revision committee, which was 
accepted, and laid over for consideration 
until tlie next meeting. Aldermen Downs 
and Tolman being absent, it was found im¬ 
possible to pass the bourd orders, and at 
10.15 the board adjourned.

There was considerable excitement in 
Nonantum, Sunday afternoon, caused by 
Frank IVIogren's attempt to assault and 
shoot Mrs. Frank Skiono, the proprietor of 
an Italian boarding house on West street. 
About 2 o'clock Sergeant Clay and Officers 
IL F. Burke, Davis and McAleer, armed 
with a warrant, seuched the promises of 
Ancello Calrcello on West street for liquor. 
The officers were leaving the plaoe, when 
down the street they saw a crowd of near¬ 
ly moo people gathered excitedly around a 
man with a revolver placed against the 
head of a woman. The man was Pelagrene, 
and driven to frenzy l»y liquor, he had 
rushed down the street, and meeting Mrs. 
Skeineattempted to assault her, at the same 
time threatening to kill her. lie perceived 
the officers coming and took to his heels, 
followed by a crowd of Italians. Sergeant 
Clay and (iffleer Davis gave chase, and for 
over a mile they followed the man. 

Through the “Bowery” he ran, then 
turning off, started across Itlie swamp to¬ 
ward Xewtonville. 

Here the officers gained on him rapidly, 
and, seeing this, the Italian threw away the 
revolver, and, making a last effort, reached 
Crafts street. Officer Davis hailed a pass¬ 
ing team and overtook him at the corner 
of Linwood avenue. 

He gave the officer a lierce struggle before 
lie succeeded in placing him in irons. lie 
was taken to Station 5, where he again 
created a scene, imploring the officers to 
shoot him. He was convoyed to head¬ 
quarters, and the woman was also held as 
a witness. 

The street about the station house was 
tilled with a crowd of more than a thous¬ 
and persons, who lingered there for more 
than an hour. 

When the case was brought before 
Jmlge Kennedy Monday morning a repre¬ 
sentative of Peiagrene's council requested 
that the case be continued until Friday. 
Marshall Richardson explained that it was 
necessary to keep Mrs. Skiene, the prin¬ 
cipal witness, locked up and lie did 
not wish to keep her in custody any longer 
than Wednesday. The Judge continued 
the case and held the man in $1,000 bonds. 
The woman he placed in charge of 
the matron. When the case had been 
disposed of, and Pelogren’s friends were 
passing out of the court room one of them, 
Augustin Sevvio, threatened to assault 
Mrs. Skiene by shaking his fist at her. 
This occured in the corridor but was ob¬ 
served by Judge Kennedy who ordered the 
principals to be brought back. 

The judge then asked the woman, 
through the interpreter, if she was afraid 
of Sevvio. She replied she was,and Judge 
Kennedy held Sevvio in $75 bonds to keep 
the peace for two months. As he could 
not furnish these he was sent down. 

In court Wednesday morning, the case 
came up for trial. Probable cause was 
found, and Pelagrene was held in $1000 for 
the grand jury. Much to the relief of the 
police officials, Mrs. Skeine, and her four 
children were released from custody as 
witnesses. 


The Single Tax Class and Club. 

The regular meeting was held at 230 
Bellevue street, Tuesday evening. Under 
Progress of the Movement, allusion was 
made to the last election in the State of 
Washington. Out of 112 members of both 
houses, 80 are pledged to a liberal exemp¬ 
tion of personal property and of improve¬ 
ments in and upon the hind from taxation, 
and 20 members of the 112 are avowed 
Single Taxers. 

Glasgow, the second city of the Britisli 
empire, was cited as an object lesson to 
prove that all public improvements and 
benefactions go into the pockets of the 
landlords. The aim of this city has been to 
supply the public with water, light and 
local transportation at cost. The testimony 
of experts is unanimous to the point that 
Glasgow enjoys the best municipal govern¬ 
ment in tlie world. Who cannot see at a 
glance that tlie pecuniary benefits of all 
this excellence in government goes not to 
the people but to the landlords. What the 
people save in price of water, light and 
transportation,they lmvetopay in increased 
rents. Glasgow at last awakened to tlie 
fact that there is a fundamental monopoly, 
tliut of land, which absorbs all tlie advan¬ 
tages that escape the grasp of other mo¬ 
nopolies and submitted to tlie people a 
measure to be laid before tlie Imperial 
Parliament providing exemption of all im¬ 
provements and taxation of ground values 
alone. This was tlie sole issue in the elec¬ 
tion. Tlie result is fifty councilmen in 
favor of, twenty-seven in opposition, a 
clear majority of twenty-three. Thus tlie 
taxation of land values scores its first vic¬ 
tory at a popular election. 

T his class devoted two sessions to evi¬ 
dences, going to show that periodical hard 
times iike 183(5-1857 and following, have 
been due to speculation in laud. A power¬ 
ful object lesson on this point has just now 
appeared in the daily papers. Twenty-two 
savings institutions in the state of New 
Hamosliire representing deposits of over 
17 millions have in the last year and :i half 
suspended, or been enjoined, involving a 
loss of four to five million dollars to their 
depositors. Cause, unfortunate invest¬ 
ments, Western mortgages, hind specula¬ 
tion. The principal difference between 
IH'.k; and 18:545 seems to be that in 18 '.n> the 
banks were swindled, where, in is:u; they 
swindled themselves. Still another object 
lesson is that in tlie lust few years no less 
than 54 Western mortgage, security, invest¬ 
ment, loan, guarantee, etc., companies have 
ceuseil to do business. 

Members of the class read from tlie in¬ 
troduction and first two chapters of Pro¬ 
gress ami Poverty, those particular pas¬ 
sages which most interested them.

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THE REVISED CHARTER. 


A HIM KF 1MTT COMl’RKHF.NRIVR DOCU¬ 
MENT—HOME HADIU'AL IIIJT DESIRABLE 
CHANGES PROPOSED, THAT WILL MAKE 
NEWTON A MODEL CITY—T1IF. RKCOM- 
. MENDATIONR OF MEN EXPERIENCED IN 
CITY AFFAIRS. 


To the Mayor anti City C'otinoil of tins City of 
Newton :* 

Gentlemen:— 

The Committee on the Revision of the 
City Charter, appointed upon petition of 
citizens under orders of the city council 
ndopted in June last, was organized on 
July 7. hy the election of Henry E. Botli- 
feld as chairman, ami Theodore W. Gore as 
secretary. " 

Six sub-committees were appointed at 
this meeting, each being given a particular 
line of work. These sub-committees held 
meetings during the' summer, and in Sep¬ 
tember reported to the committee upon the 
matters assigned to them. The committee 
therefrom formed a draft of a charter, 
which was considered with great care and 
thoroughness at eleven meetings. Certain 
heads of departments, upon request of the 
committee, appeared before it. and on two 
occasions the mayor and all the members 
of the city council were invited to bo pres¬ 
ent and offer suggestions and criticisms. In 
addition to the valuable services of City 
•Solicitor Slocum, the committee lias been 
highly privileged in having the assistance 
of Corporation Counsel Bailey, of the City 
of Boston, and to these gentlemen the com¬ 
mittee is chiefly indebted for the clear, con¬ 
cise, and excellent arrangement of the ac¬ 
companying draft. 

Each section of this draft was adopted 
by a vote of not less than two-thirds of the 
entire committee, and.at the final meeting 
held November 28, 1 HIX», the completed 
draft received the votes of all present- 
eighteen. 

The committee has labored earnestly, 
diligently and thoughtfully, giving much 
time to the work entrusted to it, and it has 
not lacked the practical knowledge result¬ 
ing from long experience in municipal 
affairs. 

Of its twenty-two members two have 
^served as councilmen, aldermen and mayor; 
one lias served as city clerk and alderman; 
one lias served as city engineer and ulder- 
man; eight have served as councilmen and 
aldermen; one has served as alderman; 
seven have served as councilmen. 

It is therefore hoped that the draft here¬ 
with submitted will merit your thoughtful

INCORPORATION. 

Section 1. The inhabitants of the City 
of Newton shall continue to be a municipal 
corporation under the name of the “City of 
Newton,” and, as such, shall be subject to 
all general laws relating to such corporar 
tions. not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act. 

Sect. 2 . The territory of said city shall 
be divided into seven wards, os at present 
constituted, until the wards are changed 
under the provisions of law. 

Sect. 3. The financial year of said city 
shall begin with the first day of January, 
and the municipal year, and the term of 
office of all officers elected at the annual 
election, shall begin with the second Mon¬ 
day of January following the election, 

ANNUAL MEETING AND OFFICERS TO BE 
ELECTED. 

Sect. 4. The annual meeting of said 
city shall be held on the first Tuesday In 
December, at which there shall be elected 
by ballot by the qualified voters of the 
city, the following municipal officers, viz.: 
a mayor from the citizens at large, to serve 
for the term of one year, and three alder¬ 
men and one member of the school com¬ 
mittee from each ward, eacli being a regis¬ 
tered voter therein, or such other number 
of aldermen and members of the school 
committee, as the board of aldermen shall 
by ordinance, ratified by the legal voters at 
a municipal election, determine; and there 
shall also be elected such other members of 
the school committee as shall be necessary 
to fill vacancies. » 

administration of affairs. 

Sect. r>. The administration of the fis¬ 
cal, prudential and municipal affairs of said 
city, with the government thereof, shall be 
vested in the city government,consisting of 
an executive department, (being the mayor 
as the chief executive officer, elected as 
aforesaid, and the executive departments 
hereinafter provided for), and a legislative 
department (being the board of aldermen, 
consisting of the aldermen elected as 
aforesaid). The executive department shall 
never exercise any legislative power, and 
the legislative department shall never 
exercise any executive power. 

organization of the city government 
Sect. U. On the second Monday in Janu¬ 
ary at three o’clock in the afternoon, the 
mayor elect and aldermen elect shall meet, 
ami the mayor elect shall be sworn to the 
faithful performance of his duties hy a 
justice ot the peace; the mayor shall then 
administer a like oatli to the uldcrmen 
elect. if the mayor elect be absent from 
tills meeting, or if the mayor shall not then 
have befcn elected, the oath of office may be 
administered to the uldermen* elect by a 
justice of tlie peace, and at any time there¬ 
after, in tlie presence of tiie board, the 
oath may be administered by a justice id' 
tlie peace to tlie mayor elect, and by tlie 
mayor, or a justice of tlie peace, to any 
alderman elect who was absent from 
tlie organization of the city government, or 
was not then elected. 

Sect. 7. If a mayor lias not been elect¬ 
ed, or if tlie aldermen have not all been 
elected,tlie aldermen who have been elected 
shall immediately call an election for a 
mayor, or for tlie remainder of tlie alder¬ 
men, or both,and so on until the mayor and 
all tlie aldermen have been elected. 

THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Sect. 8 . Tlie board of aldermen, after 
the mayor and a majority of the board of 
aldermen have been sworn, shall be called 
together by the mayor, who shall preside, 
and a president shall lie elected from tlie 
aldermen; the president shall thereafter 
preside, and a vice-president, also from the 
aldermen,and a clerk of the board of aider- 
men, who shall not be from tlie aldermen, 
shall be eleoted. The votes of a majority 
of all tlie members of the board shall be 
necessary to elect each of said officers. N 
other business shall be transacted by the 
' aldermen until tlie officers aforesaid have 
been elected. 

Sect. 9. The city clerk shall at tlie be¬ 
ginning of the year keep the records of tin 
board of aldermen until after tlie election 
of tlie clerk of tlie board, and shall, when 
so provided by ordinance, be the clerk of 
tlie board. The board of aldermen shall 
be tlie judge of tlie election and qualitica- 
tion of its members, and shall, from time to 
time, make rules for its proceedings. A 
majority of all tlie members of tlie board 
shall constitute u quorum for tlie transac¬ 
tion of business, hut a less number may 
meet und adjourn from time to time. 

Sect. in. The board of aldermen, as 
soon as may be, ufter tlie election of tlie 
officers aforesaid, sliull elect by ballot, a 
city clerk, a city treasurer, a city collector, 
and u city auditor, to hold office until tlie 
second Monday of January following, and 
until their respective successors are eleoted 
und qualified, unless removed by a vote of 
a majority of all tlie members of tlie board, 
taken by secret ballot. The city treasurer 
may, if so provided by ordinance, also lie 
city collector. The city collector shall 
liave and exercise all tlie powers of collect¬ 
ors of taxes of towns and such other pow¬ 
ers us tlie bourd of aldermen shall by ordi¬ 
nance define. 

Sect. It. Tlie board of aldermen may 
be culled together by tlie muyor in a 
special meeting to consider such questions 
as he may desire. lie shall cause a notice 
of such meeting, und tlie subjects which he 


desires to have comddered, to he left at the 
usual place of residence of each alderman, 
or given to him In hand, at lon«t twenty- 
four hours before the time appointed for 
such meeting, or in case of emergency, of 
which he shall be the judge, within such 
time as he shall deem sufficient. A special 
meeting may he held at any time, when all 
the members shall meet for that purpose,at 
which any business may be transacted. 

Sect. 12. If a vacancy shall occur in the 
board of uldermen-more than three months 
prior to the expiration of the municipal 
year, the board shall fortwlth call a special 
election to fill such vacancy. 

Sect. 13. The board of aldermen shall, 
except as is otherwise provided herein, 
have and exercise:— 

1. Tlie powers of towns, the powers of 
lionrds of aidermeff, and of the mayor and 
aldermen, and city councils of cities under 
general laws. 

2. The powers now held by the City of 
Newton, or by the city council, or by the 
aldermen, or by tlie mayor and aldermen of 
Newton by spociui laws. 

3. The power to take land hy eminent 
domain, purchase, gift or otherwise, for 
public parks and squares, such power to be 
exercised only by vote of two-thirds of all 
tlie members of the board of aldermen,vot¬ 
ing by yeas and nays; the damages sus¬ 
tained by any person, by any such taking, 
to be. determined as provided herein for 
determining the damages occasioned by the 
laying out of town ways. 

4. The exclusive power to lay out, locate 
anew, alter, widen and discontinue town 
ways and the parts of highways in tlie City 
of Newton and order specific repairs there¬ 
on without any appeal therefrom, and 
whenever said board are of the opinion 
that the public necessity and convenience 
require that a town way or part of a high- 
wav shall be laid out within said city, or 
an existing town way or part of highway 
therein shall be located anew, altered, 
widened or discontinued or that specific 
repairs shall lie mode thereon, said hoard 
shall appoint a time for a public hearing, 
and shall cause a notice thereof and of 
their intention in the matter to bo given as 
now required by general law relating to 
town ways. Said hearing may be ad¬ 
journed from time to time if the board 
deem it necessary, and after said hearing 
said board shall determine what action re¬ 
lating to the way tlie public necessity and 
convenience require, and tlie way sin 11 he 
laid out, located anew, altered, widened or 
discontinued or specific repairs shall be 
made if so determined. The damages sus¬ 
tained by any person in his property by 
any such laying out, locating anew, alter¬ 
ing, widening or discontinuance of or mak¬ 
ing specific repairs on a town way or high¬ 
way shall be assessed and awarded by said 
board. A person aggrieved by the assess¬ 
ment of his damages may have the amount 
thereof determined by a jury at the bar of 
tlie superior court for the county of Mid¬ 
dlesex on the petition of said person or the 
mayor filed within the time provided by 
general law for tiling such petitions, and 
thereupon such proceedings shall be had as 
are provided by general law in the case of 
town ways. 

5. The power to make ordinances and 
affix penalties thereto, not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each offence, for—estab¬ 
lishing municipal departments and officers 
to exercise any powers given by general 
law to a mayor, city council, board of 
aldermen, city clerk or registrars of voters, 
or other officers, relating to the registering 
of voters, preparation of voting lists, 
ballots und jury lists, the appointment of 
precinct and caucus officers, or other mat¬ 
ters relating to elections, or to exercise any 
other powers given by general laws to offi¬ 
cers to be appointed by tlie mayor or board 
of aldermen or city council of a city- 
creating additional municipal departments, 
providing for officers to have charge of the 
departments hereafter created by tlie bourd 
and for other officers to have charge of 
those created by this act, defining the 
duties and salaries of the mayor and of all 
officers appointed by the mayor or elected 
by the board of aldermen, no change of 
salary, however, to take effect during the 
municipal year in which tlie change is 
made—and the power to make other rea¬ 
sonable ordinances for all purposes for 
which towns and cities may make by-laws 
and ordinances under general laws. All 
such ordinances shall take effect upon their 
passage, or at a date specified by tlie board, 
without other sanction or approval than is 
provided in this act. 

THE MAYOR. 


Sect. 14. The mayor shall have und 
exercise all the executive powers of tlie 
city, to be carried into effect by himself, or 
through tlie several departments and offi¬ 
cers under liis supervision and control, and 
the mayor, unless otherwise specifically 
provided herein, shall appoint the officers 
to liave charge of all the departments for 
carrying out municipal work, subject, after 
one week from tlie date of appointment, to 
confirmation by tlie board of aldermen. 
Such officers shall hold office until they re¬ 
sign or are removed by tlie mayor, with the 
consent of tlie aldermen, or are suspended 
as herein provided. 

Sect. 15. The mayor may.in writing,sus¬ 
pend any officer, or any work, and sliull at 
once report tils action and his reasons 
therefor to the board of aldermen, and tlie 
suspension of tlie officer shall, in fifteen 
days after said report is made, be a re¬ 
moval, unless within that time he asks for 
a hearing before tlie board, and upon tlie 
conclusion of such hearing tlie board vote 
that the mayor’s suspension be not sus¬ 
tained, and, if they so vote, tlie officer sliull 
be at once reinstated; tlie suspension of 
any work by the mayor sliull be stopped or 
carried on at liis discretion, unless tlie 
board shall within fifteen duys after the 
report, vote that the mayor’s action sus¬ 
pending tlie work be not sustained, and if 
they so vote the work sliull be prosecuted 
forthwith. 

Sect. in. Whenever there is a vacancy 
in the office of mayor, more tlmn three 
months prior to tlie expiration of the muni' 
cipul year, a new election to fill such va¬ 
cancy shall lie culled forthwith by tlie 
board of aldermen. During such vucano; 
and whenever, by reason of sickness, a! 
.-euce from the city, or other cause, tlie 
mayor shall he unable to attend to the 
duties of liis office, tlie president of the 
hoard of aldermen, or in the event of tlie 
inability through sickness or absence of tlie 
latter, then the vice president of the boar 1 
of aldermen shall, as “acting mayor, 
exercise all the rights and powers of tlie 
mayor during such vacancy, disability, or 
absence, in all matters not admitting of de¬ 
lay, hut shall not make any pcumuicut up 
nointmeut, unless authorized hy vote of 
tlie hoard of aldermen. 

SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 

Sect. 17. The management and control 
of tlie schools shall lie vested in the school 
committee, consisting of tlie president of 
tlie board of alderman, ex-officio, and four¬ 
teen other members, consisting of two 
registered voters of each war*I; the present 
members of tlie school committee shall 
continue in office according to the tenure 
thereof, and, as their terms expire, or they 
resign tlie hoard of aldermen shall provide 
for the election of the members so that 
there shall lie elected one member from 
each ward every year. 

Sect. 1H. The school committee shall 
meet on tlie second Monday in January in 
each year uud organize by the election, by 
liallot. of one of its members us chairman, 
and by tlie election of a secretary, not one 
of its members. 

Sect. 19. The committee shall lie the 
judge of tlie election and quulificution of its 
members, and sliull, from time to time, 
make rules for its proceedings. A majority

V. The law department, to be under the 
charge of the city solicitor. 

VI. The police department, to he under 
the charge of the chief of police. 

VII. The property department, to lie 
under the charge ol the property commis¬ 
sioner, who shall have all the powers and 
duties, not inconsistent with this act, of 
the surveyors of highways, and shall have 

'barge of the construction, alteration, re¬ 
pair, maintenance, care and management 

(a) The public ways and bridges, public 
parks, and burial grounds, and tlie lighting 
and watering thereof. 

(b) The public sewers and drains. 

(O Tlie water works. 

(d) The public buildings, except tlie care 
of tlie school buildings and tlie Newton 
Free Library. 

VIII. Such other departments and offi¬ 
cers to carry out municipal work as the 
hoard of aldermen shall, from time to time, 
by ordinance, prescribe. 

IX. Such other departments and officers 
to carry out school work as tlie school com¬ 
mittee shall, from time to time, by its 
orders, provide for. 

X. 1 lie auditing department, to be 
under charge of the city auditor. 

XI. The treusury department, to be 
under charge of tlie city treasurer. 

XII. Tlie collecting department, to be 
under the charge of the city collector. 

XIII. The city clerk department, to be 
under tlie charge of tlie city clerk. 

The departments provided for in tlie first 
nine clauses of this section shall he the ex¬ 
ecutive departments. 

Sec t. 22. All officers and boards shall, in 
tlie exercise of tlie duties imposed upon 
them, he deemed to be public officers, and 
for their acts the city shall not be liable, 
except so far as liability may now exist for 
the acts of public officers performing the 
same duties. 

Sect. 23. All officers and boards shall, 
respectively, subject to tlie approval of tlie 
mayor, when any sum to be expended ex¬ 
ceeds live hundred dollars, liave tlie charge 
of tlie employment of labor, the construc¬ 
tion, alteration and repair of public works, 
institutions, buildings, and the other prop- 
perty under their charge, and tlie manage¬ 
ment of the same, and the making of all 
contracts relating thereto, and for tlie 
supply of all material required therefor. 

Sect. 24. All officers and boards shall 
respectively, subject to the provisions of 
the laws of the commonwealth and the 
laws relating to the civil service, and sub¬ 
ject to tlie supervision and control of the 
mayor, appoint their respective subordi¬ 
nates, including, as such, only those em- 
doyees who are paid a yearly salary, to 
lold office until they are removed by tlie 
officer or board under whom they serve, 
for such cause as lie or it shall deem .suf¬ 
ficient and shall assign in the order of re¬ 
moval, and shall appoint all other neces¬ 
sary employees, and remove them at plea¬ 
sure. 

Sect. 25. The board of aldermen may 
require any officer or other employee to 
give a bond, with surety, to the city tor the 
faithful discharge of his duties, eacli of 
said bonds to be approved in writing by the 
mayor. 

Sect. 2 G. Any officer shall, on request, 
appear before tlie board of aldermen and 
give such information as tlie board may re¬ 
quire in relation to his department, aird 
any officer who so appears may speak upon 
all matters under consideration relating to 
liis department. 

Sect. 27. Every person elected by tlie 
bourd of aldermen, or appointed by tlie 
mayor, shall, within five days after notice 
of such election, or appointment, subscribe 
in a hook to be kept by tlie city clerk, an 
acceptance of liis office, subject to the laws 
and ordinances, and shall be sworn to tlie 
faithful discharge of tlie duties of his 
office. A certificate that tlie officer lias 
lone shall be entered by tlie city clerk in 
said book.

'I’lie mayor shall serve until 
liis successor is elected mid sworn, tlie 
aldermen shall serve for the term of one 
year, anti tlie members of tlie school com¬ 
mittee, except as thereinbefore provided, 
for tlie term of two years.

Shut. 29. The removal of a member of

Sect. 31. Every ordinance, and every

THE REVISED CHARTER. 


lie can buy in large quantities be will save 
enough in this way to nearly pay for him¬ 
self every year. 

There are a number of other minor 
changes, but not of great importance, and 
as the committee was composed of the most 
experienced and competent men that could 
be got together, it. is hoped there will be no 
factious opposition, as if such men as these 
can not succeed, we might as well give up 
trying to make any Improvement. The 
committee has had the constant assistance 
of City Solicitor Slocum, and also of Cor¬ 
poration Counsel Bailey of Boston, one of 
the most eminent of municipal lawyers, 
who have looked closely after the legal as¬ 
pect of the various changes recommended. 
Mr. Bailey considers the proposed charter 
a a model one, and warmly recommends | 
its adoption without change. 


THE CITY ELECTION. 


Tuesday was the quietest election day 
that Newton has ever had. Less than 
2:too votes were cast out of a total registra¬ 
tion of 5200, and the vote at the national 
election was nearly 4000. 

There was no contest over mayor and 
aldermen, and only one contest over school 
c nnmittee, so that there was little to 
cull out the voters. The school committee 
contest between Mrs. Anders and Miss 
Clark caused a little ripple, and the mem¬ 
bers of the school committee and the more 
advanced women’s clubs of the city worked 
zealously for Miss Clark, who ran on inde¬ 
pendent nomination- papers. The club 
members showed themselves practical poli¬ 
ticians, and they both voted themselves 
and intluenced their husbands to vote ulso 
for their candidate. The result was that 
Miss Clark, who is almost a stranger in 
Newton, rolled up a surprisingly large 
vote, carrying one precinct in Ward Three 
by a large enough majority to carry the 
ward, and also having a majority in one 
precinct of Ward Two, and one in Ward 
Four, Five and Six, but Mrs. Anders won 
by a majority of 58. 

The campaign was the only exciting 
thing about tlje election. Mrs. Anders 
was supported by those who think that 
more economical methods might be intro¬ 
duced with advantage into the school 
board, and that there are too many educa¬ 
tional fads and theories in onr educational 
methods. Her supporters did not make as 
active a campaign as the other side, con¬ 
tenting themselves mainly with carrying 
the caucuses of both parties, and their in¬ 
activity very nearly defeated their candi¬ 
date. 

The next city council will be composed 
mainly of new men, only three old mem¬ 
bers, Aldermen Downs, Allen and White, 
being returned to the upper board, and 
only one, Councilman Davis, to the lower. 
The contests in the wards resulted in the 
election of the Republican candidates in 
Wards One, Two, Four, and the Citizens 
candidate defeated Mr. Childs in Ward 
Five and elected Mr. Warren. So many 
new members does not look very promising 


liberality of the present city con 
making expenditures, so that such 
plete change may be for the better. 


The committee who have been at work 
for the past six months in getting a new 
city charter into shape have completed 
their work, and last Tuesday mode their 
report to the city council. The proposed 
new charter is given entire in this issue 
and should be carefully read by all who are 
interested in city affairs. Some radical 
changes are recommended, and before 
criticising adversely the work of the com¬ 
mittee, it is well to consider that this 
charter is the work of men experienced in 
city affairs, as all but two of the twenty-two 
members have served m the city council 
and the majority of them in a double 
capacity. Such men might be expected to 
know what are the faults of our present 
city government, and also something of the 
reforms that are needed. 

The first thing that will strike the reader 
is the brevity of such an important docu¬ 
ment, but that is one of its great merits. 

It would have been much easier to have 
drawn up a document of several times the 
length of this, but the committee have 
spent a good deal of time in condensing it 
and in striking out all unnecessary regula¬ 
tions, that are fully covered by the general 
statutes. By this means the charter is 
made consistent with itself and its regular 
tions are made so simple that there can be 
no confusion about the proper interpreta¬ 
tion thereof. 

One of the most radical changes is the 
entire separation of the executive and 
legislative departments. Newton has 
found that government by committees is a 
very expensive method of government, and 
it has cost the city a large sum every year 
to give the new members the experience 
that is needed before they can discharge 
their duties efficiently. Each year there 
are a large number of new members who 
have to be taught and a good part of the 
year is gone before the work can be 
systematized and plans carried out. Work 
is begun one year ami abandoned the next, 
as the men who were specially interested 
in it had left the board, and a great deal of 
money lias been wasted. 

With heads of departments in charge of 
city work one comprehensive plan could be 
carried forward from year to year, the 
methods that time hud proved the best 
could be followed and the vast amount of 
money that we spend every year would 
make a better sliojving. It has often 
happened that the new men who had come 
in without any previous experience would 
know m >re about all the city departments 
than the men who had been in charge of 
them for years, and money would be 
wasted in following plans that salaried 
officials in charge knew were foolish. 

Under the new system the Mayor is the 
chief executive of the city, with heads of 
departments under him, and he is 
charged with the currying out of all the 
work to be done. The hoard of aldermen is ' 
simply a legislative body, and after they ] 
have considered a matter and voted upon it j 
their responsibility ends. Under the pres¬ 
ent system they have not only to do the j 
legislative work but also the executive, ami i 
it takes so much time on account of ttie ! 
growtli of the city that no man in active j 
business can uffnrd to accept office. Either | 
the aldermen must be paid good salaries or j 
else they must be freed from the petty de- 
tail, of city work, which wool.! be much ! 
better done by men who have made thut -■ ■ ■ ■ • *■ 

their special business and have hud years 
of experience. We do not thiuk that there 
will be any opposition to this change, as its 
necessity bus been made apparent. 

The change to one hoard is one that has 
been advocated for years and it is sur¬ 
rounded with so many safeguards thut 
hasty legislation will be more difficult than 
at present. The objection of one member 
puts a mutter over till the next meeting, 
tind of five members puts it over for an¬ 
other week, so that ample time seems to be 
given for the citizens to protest against uuy 
unpopular measures. 

Again, no item of the regulur appropria¬ 
tion can be exceeded, uud no new appro¬ 
priation can be made, w ithout the vote of 
two-thirds of the members uud by a yea 
uud uuy vote, which seems u very wise 
provision. 

Another provision is that the charter 
regulations can not be suspended, u 
change from the present method when 
rules ure suspended ut every meeting. 

Tliis also will prevent busty legislation. 

Tlie property commissioner is to have 
charge of ull the street work of the city, 
including the luyiug of sewers, water pipes, 
etc., and we shull then not see, as we do 
today, the street department no sooner get 
u road bed in tine condition ut large ex¬ 
pense, than the sewer department men 
uppeur and dig it all up, uud w hen they 
have finished, some other department ap¬ 
pears and in the eml the street is in even 
worse condition tliuu it was in the first 
place. 

The commissioner will also have vharge 
of the purchasing of ull the supplies uud as

on tiie second Monday of January in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-eight.

Edward Eggleston, who hns won fame 
f(#r liis stories, has been engaged for the 
Inst sixteen years in searching into tlie lm. 
ginniiigsof tills nation, the first English 
settlements In America, the character ol 
the people. Mr. Eggleston says in his in¬ 
troduction: “This does not pretend to tie 
tlie usual account of ail tlie events attend¬ 
ing early colonization: it is rather a history 
in which the succession of cause and effect 
is the main topic-u history of the dyna¬ 
mics of colony-planting in the first half of 
tlie seventeenth century. Who were the 
beginners of English life in America? 

What propulsions sent them for refuge to 
a wilderness? What visions beckoned 
them to undertake the founding of new 
states? What manner of men were their 
leaders? And what is the story of their 
hopes, their experiments, and their disap¬ 
pointments'.’ These are tlie questions I 
huve tried to answer.*’ How well he has 
succeeded the hook itself will show, but it 
is safe to say that it is one of tlie most im¬ 
portant book8 of the year, and without 
doubt the most important one from a his¬ 
torical standpoint. The style is attractive, 
and the publishers have put the work in u 
handsome dress. The early settlers are 
handled w ithout that reverence that turns 
their faults into virtues, and New Eng¬ 
landers especially may feel a little shocked 
at such an overthrow of idols, but Mr. 
Eggleston says: “The founders of tlie 
little settlements that had tlie unexpected 
fortune to expand into an empire I have 
not been aide to treat otherwise than un- 
reverently. Here are no forefathers or 
foremothers, hut simply English men and 
women of the seventeenth century, 5vith 
tlie faults and fanaticisms as well us the 

virtues of their age. I have disregarded :- 

that convention which makes it obligatory | 
for a writer of American history to explain 
that intolerance in tlie first settlers 
was not just like other intolerance 
and that their cruelty and injustice were 
justifiable under the circumstances. This 
walking backward to throw 1 a mantle over 
tlie nakedness of ancestors may he admira¬ 
ble as an example of diluvian piety, hut it 
is not the less reprehensible in the writing 
of history." The hook is intended to give 
the reader an insight into the life and 
character of the people, and the details 
given make one feel the very life and spirit 
of the time. The general reader win not 
help being entertained by the well-told 
story, und the student of history will find 
the hook a mine of information.

COMMON COUNCIL. 


CITY TREASURER AUTHORIZED TO ISSUE 
$100,000 WASHINGTON STEEET RONDS. 


At the special meeting of the Common 
Council Monday evening, 12 members were 
present, and President Wing occupied the 
chair. A number of the members-elect of 
the common council of 97 were present to 
watch proceedings. 

A number of orders were received from 
the board of aldermen, and were disposed 
of in concurrence. The report of the 
charter revision committee was received 
and accepted but consideration of its de¬ 
tails was deferred until a joint convention 
with the board of aldermen could be held. 

A communication was received from 
Mayor Cobb, in which lie called attention 
to the section of the appropriation bill, in 
which $10,000 was appropriated for the 
Newton hospital, under the provisions of 
the contract of 1892. This was evidently 
done, the communication stated, under the 
apprehension that the terms of that con¬ 
tract were especially favorable to the city. 
This was not so, inasmuch us the originui 
contract was amended so as to bo almost 
identical with the contract of 1895. This 
being the ease the mayor requested more 
explicit information as to the nature of the 
contract favored by the city council. The 
matter was referred to the finance com¬ 
mittee on suggestion of President Wing. 

Councilman Builey presented a petition 
of H. M. Taylor and others for concrete 
crossings on Union street, Ward Six,which 
was referred to the highway committee. 
The same party was referred to the street 
light committee on petition for arc lights 
on the same street.

So that any 
work done by club members was purely 
individual and personal, as women chanced 
to meet and speak of the matter. Those 
who felt convinced on the subject naturally 
tried to convince others, their husbands 
among the rest. It is just possible thut 
some husbands intluenced their wives one 
way or the other. 

The fact that Miss Clark failed of elec¬ 
tion by only thirty votes, proves, therefore, 
not the superior organization of her sup¬ 
porters, lmt the general dissatisfaction 
with tiie regular ticket and the large ma¬ 
jority which Mrs. Prince would have re¬ 
ceived lmd she consented to accept the in¬ 
dependent nomination. It also points to 
tiie certainty that Miss Clark herself would 
have been elected by a good majority if the 
"more advanced women's clubs" had 
known sooner of her nomination and her 
qualifications and had thus lmd time to 
“show themselves practical politicians” 
by “working zealously in both voting for 
her themselves and intluencing their hus¬ 
bands to do the same." •

One point that hardly seems in harmony 
with the progressive nature of the new 
charter lies in the sections relating to the 
mayor. It is proposed to Hold the mayor 
responsible for the government of the city, 
to make him the chief executive in fact as 
well as in name, and to hold him responsi¬ 
ble for the acts of all the city officials. 

Yet he can appoint such officials only with 
the consent of the twenty-one aldermen, 
and he can remove an unlit official only if 
the aldermen approve. 

This provision of the appointing power 
would divide the responsibility, and it has 
not been found to work well in large cities. 

In New York, it was found that the mayor 
had to bargain with the aldermen, for the 
confirmation of his appointees, and the 
situation became so bad that the legislature 
had to be appealed to to place the power of 
appointment and removal in the mayor’s 
hands alone. Other cities have been forced 
to adopt similar amendments and it would 
hardly seem wise for Newton to adopt a 
system that has proved a bad feature in so 
many cases.

If the mayor is fit for the office, he would 
not make unfit appointments, and if lie is 
no‘ fit for the office, lie should not be 
elected. Besides, it has been proved too 
unny times that a large body of men who 
have the control of appointments, will not 
keep to as high a standard as if they had 
the individual responsibility. They can 
hide behind each other, and so avoid cen- 
su:e, while if one man is entirely responsi¬ 
ble, he will feel bound to select the best 
mm possible, as his own success will de¬ 
pend upon this. Apparently, the pro¬ 
visions of the new charter relating to the 
mayor require more careful consideration 
b ifore they are adopted. 

IIon. J. R. Lee.son* lias very sensible 
views of the duty of the present Congress, 
but probably politics will interfere with 
the carrying out of anything so business 
like and patriotic as Mr. Leeson recom¬ 
mends. lie says in a recent interview: 
“Now that the basis of the currency has 
been settled by the overwhelming vote at the 
election last month, it is incumbent upon 
Congress to continue remedial legislation 
by a complete remodelling of the hanking 
uiid currency laws, so that a reliable circu¬ 
lating medium shull be provided in ull parts 
of the country when needed; also to pro¬ 
vide such changes in the revenue laws as 
will give the government sufficient income 
to meet its obligations, as well as to satisfy 
the reasonable requirements of the pro¬ 
ducing interests of the country. 

”In case none of tile essential points in¬ 
volved can be accomplished at the short 
session, which is exceedingly improbable, 
it would seem to be wise tliut Congress 
should t>e specially culled to take action 
upon tiiese several pressing questions. 
For tile equitable adjustment of the tariff 
schedules, the intelligent opinion of men of 
all parties is that a competent expert com¬ 
mission should be appointed without deluy. 
The sooner this can be done, the nearer 
tlie country will lie to such a settlement of 
the tariff ami its administration as alone 
can conduce to tlie permanent prosperity of 
all the interests involved.”

It was a part of 
his duties to journey off across tho prairies ; 
or up tho river to the whereabouts of the ' 
soldiers, In forts or cantonments, and to 1 
bring thorn the money which they could 
by no moans spond. They could gnmble 
It, however, and that was something. Ad¬ 
equate shops nnd trading stores were fow 
nnd far between, but a blanket under the 
brow of the river bank was an Ideal spot 
for tho promotion of monte, nnd tho cir¬ 
culation of the gold coin from ono to an¬ 
other wns livoly enough to suit the live¬ 
liest imagination. 

Manning used to mnke Fort Pierre on j 
his travels, and Fort Piorro was a charm- 1 
lng town in which to go discreetly to lied 
at a vory early hour of the night. Its pop- 1 
ulation was composed of roustabouts, hull- j 
whackers, thieves nnd mixed quantities 
made up of an intermingling of the attri- , 
butes of all three of those. It wns the 
point at which the wagon train joined the j 
steamboat in advancing civilization. Brief- ! 
ly, it was tough. There were women 1 
there, hut they were ten degrees worse 
than tho men. 

Into this town one day in the early 
eighties Manning rode with an escort of , 
colored troops. Ho was on his first pay 1 
trip, and this was n sort of resting point. ■ 
Manning’s negroes wero picked men who I 
adored combat. They did not got it fre¬ 
quently enough to muko it a thing pulling 
to the stomneh courageous, and so were 
ever ready for anything that promised half 
a chance to shoot their shining guns. As 
for Manning himself, he was a great, tall, 
muscular fellow, handsome as a leading 
man in a society drama, and he wore a 
flowered tie. Moreover (and this was an 
especial sin In the sight of the community 
into which ho had injected himself and 
his negroes at 8 o’clock in the nfternoon), 
when, at 9 o’clock in tho evening, he ap¬ 
peared in one of tho dunce halls, chiefly 
given over to roosters, he wore cuffs und a 
clean collar. This would not have been ! 
altogether intolerable, hut lie walked up | 
to tho bar witli the tourist who had come 
down from tho Yellow Pine hotol with 
him and asked for a drink. Ho should 
have invited the whole house “up.” 

Manning nnd his rather timid friend 
drank, and, turning from tho bar, looked • 
upon tho dunclng teamsters and river , 
men, who, with awkward step, seethed i 
about the hall, crippling tlieir feminine 
partners and canceling the crippling by 
libations of strong waters. While they ; 
were thus contemplating tho queer scene ! 
Big Hunk roso as ono who saw his duty J 
clearly beforo him, nud, rumbling over to-» 
the bar, he uppeured in front of Manning. 1 
“Dudo,” I 10 roared, “git out! This hero 
ain’t no expletlved diule dance, you double 
blunkcd epithet! This is a bulhvhuckers’ 
dance nnd a rousters’ dance. Git!” 

That puts it somewhat more elegantly 
than was the manner in which he actually 
convoyed his sentiments, but in general it ' 
gives ills idea. Manning looked at tho I 
giant, with his wiry black heard und his 
naked chest, and suid simply, “Pcrhups 
you are right,” and withdrew. 

When ho got outsido, lie leaped up into 
tho uir and danced mudly upon the side- 
wulk nnd was voluble. But I 10 knew that 
had ho made answer in any other form ov- 1 
ery rouster in tho hall would have set upon 
him, und they would huvu lx‘uton him to 
death. Ho made for the river. 

Sergeant Beddiwcll nud his mon were 
gathered in a merry campfire company 
when tho picket hulled tho chief of the 
treasury box which they were guarding. 
Mutining gave the black sergeant a few 
words of direction, and then, leaving a 
small detail to guard the government’s 
property, the escort fell in and approacliod 
tlie town. As tho soldiers walked up the 
street Manning noticed that u game of fan 
tan was in progress in Ho Bong’s laundry, 

I und that half a dozen Chinese were clam¬ 
oring over tho play. A detour was made, 
and tho laundry was captured, with all its 
occupants. The prisoners were conducted 
to the Holy Smoku dunce hull, where the 
eviction lmd occurred. 

Munulng at thoheud, u sort of reproduc¬ 
tion of Napoleon, marched into the room, 
scattering dancing couples right and left. 
He drew noar to the liar, and, taking com¬ 
mand, ordered the soldiers to hult und 
then directed the sergeant to put them 
through thoir manual. Big Hunk looked 
ou in wonder. Then Manning spoke. 

“A few minutes ago,” he said, “a mis¬ 
take was made in this place. Thut over 
there,” indicating Big Hank, “being led 
astray by queer notions, said that this was 
a bullwhuckcrs’ and a rousters' dance. 

1 am compelled by circumstances to de¬ 
mur. This isu L’lilueedunce. Gentlemen,” 
to the heavy browed roughs who had before 
been impatient to tiuck up Hank in outlin¬ 
ing tho character of the revelry, “you will 
please take partners and proceed to whirl. 
You, you big bully,” to Hank, “will 
dance a highland fling with tills one eyeil 
Chinaman. I don't know whether you 
can, but you will do It. ” 

Big Hank looked ugly, but when his 
eyes rested ou thut line of black soldiers, 
with gnus rwwly at hand to prpeoed on 
Manning's orders, lie divided that the thing 
to do was to dance with all his heart and 
soul und spirit The wildly affrighted 
Chinaman was rushed ubout tho dunce 
hull in u manner athletic and gymnastic 
to see. Ami while tho women looked and 
laughed tho lesser lights of bonier thug¬ 
gery were compelled to take partners from 
ttiuuug the Chinamen and circle the In- 
closure in proper form, and then—oh, 
crowning infamy!—they were ull at the 
close of tho dunce obliged to escort the 
heathen to the liar und treat them to the 
best in the house. 

It wus a great night for tho Chinamen j 
in Fort Pierre. Thu soldiery of tho govern¬ 
ment, serving as a persuasive force, com¬ 
pelled those heartbroken tough men to 
gallantly conduct the shirt nmcorutors 
hack to the laundry and to bid them a 
most pellte und reverent good night. The 
next bull train timt wound out to tho 
westward wus joined a good distance uu» 
by hull a dozen “previously Uul” men, 
who hud found thut a dude with a flower 
ed lie und a duilu with a standing army 
were two very different persons—indeed 
were two such persons us to make the town 
of.

TL» wears 1 imdul, one of the 
few presented by Uncle Sa .1 to his bravo 
sailors in the war, ujMin which appears 
words showing tint It is a testimonial for 
valor porf'ir.u d in the noteworthy engage¬ 
ment. Thin Little royal took plane on Sun¬ 
day, June 19. 1864. The armament of tho 
Kcarsargo was seven guns anil that of tho 
Alahum.i eight guns, Including a 100 
pound Blakely rifle. The Kuursurgo had 
103 men and the Alabama 149. This was 
tho most important sea fight of tho war 
between two ships, the Alabama being 
sunk ufter .in engagement lasting 1 hour 
nml 20 minutes. But three men were 
wounded on the Kearsurge. 

It Is tradition at Gloucester that Cap¬ 
tain Bickford received his medal for throw¬ 
ing overboard one of the enemy’s shells 
which lighted upon the deck of tho Keur- 
sarge. Tho captain was asked about this 
und laughed heartily. 

“Throw a sholl ovorliourd?” ho repeat¬ 
ed. “Now that is good. Yot I have read 
about such things in Ixioks written about 
sea fights and histories of heroic deeds fur¬ 
nished to children in tho schools, hut I be¬ 
lieve such a tiling Is impossible. In the 
first place, a shell Is timed to explode in a 
certain brief interval, a fraction of a sec¬ 
ond after striking. In the next place, a 
shell Is a very heavy article to handle. Did 
you over try to lift one? If you have, you 
won't licliove all that is said about people 
throwing an enemy's shell overboard. 

"Suppose a shell rested on tho deck. 
How long do you think it would wait for a 
man to come ami pick it up, stagger to 
tho sldo beneath its weight and then heave 
it out into the ocean? By the timo he took 
three steps toward it off it would go. He 
had lietter jump overboard himself und let 
the shell take care of itself.” 

“What did you gut tho medal for, cap¬ 
tain?" 

"Don’t know; never found out. It wasn't 
for heaving shells overboard though. That 
would make a nice story to tell landsmen, 
but a sailor aboard a man-of-war would 
have his own opinion ubout tho yarn.”

Before lie 
could tako It up 1 pushed tho dummy’s 
trump on it anil claimed the trick. The 
Russian howled; Khulil howled. They 
said that this was very sharp practice. 1 
replied that whist is essentially a game of 
sharp practice, and thut I was acting in 
accortlanco with tho rules. Tho lookers on 
were apiiealed to and of course decided in 
my favor.

On the petiticn of II. H. Reed for the 
laying out and construction of Glenwood 
avenue, from Ridge avenue to Parker 
street, the committee reported favorably. 

Aldermen Degen for the special commit¬ 
tee on the Stone fund for the home for 
aged men and women reported that the 
trustees of the fund were anxious to confer 
with the trustees of the Associated Chari¬ 
ties in regard to utilizing the fund, and 
that there was every prospect of the home 
being opened. lie stated that a number of 
Newton citizens were anxious to add to 
the fund. The correspondence was 
ordered sent to the Associated Charities. 

A petition was presented by Alderman 
Degen from the Commonwealth avenue 
street railway asking that permission be 
granted to erect a large wooden waiting 
room at the corner of Commonwealth 
avenue and Walnut street, Newtonville. 
He moyed the passage of the order and it 
was seconded. 

Alderman Downs said that the petition 
was the same as one that had been refused 
some weeks ago.

To repeat the names of the men and 
women who made the exhibition of the 
Newton Club a red-letter event in the win¬ 
ter’s history, is but to reproduce the cata¬ 
logue upon a small scale. But as children 
like to sit down quietly at the end of a fete 
day and “think it over,” so we may find 
enjoyment in recalling the pictures which 
gave us especial pleasure. 

The works of the Newton artists natural¬ 
ly attracted our* attention, for here the 
prophet is honored amonft. his own people. 

We found Louis K. Harlow well repre¬ 
sented by his water colors, and to his care¬ 
ful arrangement of the details of the ex¬ 
hibition we owe much of our enjoyment. 

Miss Fanny W. Tewksbury gave us a 
charming glimpse of her summer in 
Europe. Perhaps the most interesting of 
her pictures was “Evening on the Arno ” 
wherein the soft, Italian twilight is bright¬ 
ened by the glimmer of lamps on bridge 
and embankment. 

Charles Copeland, Philip A. Butler, W. 
N. Bartholomew and George G. Phipps 
each showed representative landscape 
work. Especially charming was Mr. 
Phipps’ “Birches by the Brookside ” while 
Mr. Copeland’s “Sunlit Peak, Northern 
Maine," is one of the strongest bits of 
color-work we have seen from the studio 
of this versatile artist. 

Henry Orue Ryder, represented by three 
pictures, showed especial progress' in his 
figure work, andhis*‘A Peasant’s Cottage" 
gave a fine effect in sunlight and shadow. 

How many of us paused with pleasure 
before the water colors of Walter L. 
Chaloner! Mr. Chaloner has been called a 
uoet-painter and the title is well-merited. 
No season of the year lacks charms to this 
artist. The first suriug robin finds him 
afield, with his easel and color box. The 
sunshine on the apple blossoms and the 
shade on the crisp green grass, appeal to 
him. The rocky coast and the restless 
sea, glowing under the rays of the August 
sun, are transcribed upon his canvas. And 
after autumn has burned itself to the “sub¬ 
tle browns and greys" of November, and 
even when the earth is mantled with snow, 
Mr. Chaloner finds most charming scenes 
iu the woods and by the streams. 

Among the work sent by New York 
artists, “The Extra,” by ,J. G. Brown, and 
F. S. Church’s fanciful “Romance of the 
Desert" attracted much attention. 

Bruce Crane, always delightful iu his 
poetic winter twilights, sent characteristic 
can vases, while J. Appleton Brown showed 
several of his apple blossom pictures, and 
J. Francis Murphy was easily recognized 
in tlie dull yellows and browns of his 
autumn twilights. 

Many of the pictures were small when 
judged by inches, yet their truthfulness 
made them lurge iu the best sense, and the 
fact that they appealed especially to the 
observer, will cause them to live long in 
the memory of those who saw them. 

Recall, for example, F. II. Richardson’s 
“Return to the Fold," which hung in the 
assembly room. It is only a flock of sheep, 
follow ing the shepherd home in the twi¬ 
light, but the evening stillness is there and 
the pink after glow of a summer night,such 
as we have often known and enjoyed. 

Then such glimpses of tender skies with 
tlie hazy blues, yellow s and browns of de¬ 
parted winter, as \V. C. Fitter of New 
York shows in “In the Month of May,” 
and \Y. Merritt l’ost lias transcribed in 
“A Grey Day,” are like bits out of tlie 
spring times we know and love so well.

not only shiver for lack of coal, but go 
hungry for lack of grain. The president of 
the Standard Oil Company makes a large 
donation to a great university, and within 
ten days the price of oil is raised three 
cents a gallon, and he repays himself four¬ 
fold for his contribution from the pockets 
of the people." 

"We are rapidly becoming a nation of 
tenant farmers, and, a still more signifi¬ 
cant fact, the wealth of this class is not in¬ 
creasing in proportion with others. In 
1850 the farmer owned three-eighths of the 
total wealtli of the nation; in 18(30 less than

Our Commonwealth Avenue. 

One of the larger public works, says tlie 
Boston Herald, is what might be termed 
the connecting link is Commonwealth 
avenue. Something over a year ago tlie 
board laid out an extension of tlie avenue 
at Brighton over a part of South street, 
from Chestnut Hill avenue to the boundary 
line of Newton. At this point it connects 
with the Newton boulevard, which was 
laid out and constructed oil the advice of 
Mr. J. R. Leeson, Mr. E. B. Haskell an#* 
other gentlemen comprising the Newton 
boulevard commission, and is regarded as 
one of tlie most important suburban im¬ 
provements undertaken in tiiis section of 
the country. Boston’s Coni m on wealth 
avenue, several times extended and other¬ 
wise improved under orders of tlie board, 
had finally been completed to tlie extension 
of Chestnut Hill reservoir. This farther 
and final extension takes but a very small 
part of the reservoir reservation, and then, 
skirting the northerly side of it, connects 
with South street, so that for a greater 
part of the distance the extension is prac¬ 
tically a widening of that street to 120 feet. 
A space of 25 feet through the middle is re¬ 
served for street cars, the same as on the 
Beacon street boulevard. 

The adoption of tlie mime “Common¬ 
wealth" by the city of New ton for that 
portion of tlie great avenue which stretches 
across tlie sister municipality, with the 
building of the connection at the reservoir, 
virtually completes one of the finest 
avenues in tlie United States, reaching ns 
it does from tlie Public Garden in Boston 
to tlie Athletic Club on the right bank of 
the Charles river in Newton.

SOME IMPORTANT CHANGES 


IN THE HULKS OF THE NEWTON HOSPITAL- 
TREATMENT OF OUT-OF-TOWN PATIENTS. 


By recent changes any physician out of 
Newton, may, with the consent of the 
directors, send patients to the private ward 
and treat them there. Hitherto this privi¬ 
lege has been confined to Newton doctors, 
now private patients can come from the 
surrounding districts and be treated by 
their own doctors. This will add to the 
levenue of the Hospital. 

Another change makes it possible for out 
of town doctors to send their patients to 
the operating room upon complying with 
the regulations and paying the fee. 

The third change refers to incurable 
patients. At the end of six months if the 
patient is found to be incurable lie must he 
removed elsewhere.

If you note or study carefully, you will | 
find that in nearly every face, if a lino 
were drawn directly down through the 
center, the two halves would show marked 
differences. 

Beginning with tho waves or outline 
whore the hair Ijegins to grow, tho line 
will vary, giving tho forehead on either 
side of tho face decidedly distinctive and 
contrasting characteristics, oven adding, 
in some cases, as much ns half an Inch to 
the height of the forehead. 

Then take tho eyebrows. In some faces 
the difference Is hardly perceptible, yet 
were the curves nmthcmnticnlly measured 
a perceptible variation of tho lines would 
be noticeable. 

A careful scrutiny of the eyes In many 
fnces will result In the discovery thnt the 
tight eyo is often < onspicuotpdy larger 
than tho left, and there will also be a per- 
oeptiblu difference In the Hlunting of the 
orbits. In fuct, it is tho eyes that tho 
greatest difference is apt to lie found In. 
The drooping of the lids will also develop 
marked deviations from an exact drawing. 
Below the eye tho under lids nro even more 
pronounced In the dissimilitude. 

Of tho nose, one nostril is often a trifle 
larger, or will extend a trifle below a line 
that might be drawn straight across the 
fuce. The entire nose will often be found 
different on either side if carefully noted. 

But tho mouth is decidedly the feature 
where the peculiarities are worthy of study. 
Tho drooping of the corners tliut often 
gives u sneering expression, or, as in some 
cases, where the movements of the upper 
lip, on one side of the mouth only when 
the person is speaking, is In direct con- 
trust to the movement of tho lips on the ; 
other side. This indicates an unsteady, J 
unreliable nature, lacking both mental I 
and moral force. 

Tho cheek on one side of the face will, ! 
in many instances, be more rounded than I 
on the other, and the differences in tho po- I 
sit ion und general contour of the ears nre 
often sturtling. 

There resides In New York city a prom¬ 
inent society matron whoso eyes are of 
different colors, one being a dark blue and 
tho other u dark grayish brown. When 
ore first notices it, tho effect is uncunny. 
These differences of fuciul features are of¬ 
ten too slight to be noticeable und do not 
mar the harmony of the face. In other 
cases they are strikingly marked. 

That they exist is unquestionable, and 
tho student of physiognomy will lind in 
them an unexplored and interesting Held 
for study.—Now York Mercury.

On the same evening an order was passed 
to petition the legislature to pass an act ex¬ 
cluding a million and a half of sewer debt 
from the debt limit, as unless that is done 
it will be impossible to increase the pres¬ 
ent debt of the city. 

It would seem to be a good time to call a 
halt upon this policy, just at this time. 

The end of the year is near at hand, and 
also the time for making good resolutions, 
and one that every member of the city 
council for the coming year should make is 
that he will oppose any increase of the 
city’s indebtedness for the coming’year. 

We have been rushing into debt so fast of 
late that we need a year's breathing space 
to find out where we are, ami also to give 
the natural grow th of the city a chance to 
catch up. 

The year just ending has witnessed the 
greatest increase of debt that the city ever 
experienced, and it is computed that be¬ 
sides the grade crossings and Washington 
street, and the new High school building, a 
hundred thousand or more has been voted 
outside of the regular appropriations. 

The pace has been too fast for the finan¬ 
cial health of the city, and it is a serious 
question whether it is wise to put this 
sewer debt outside of the debt limit. If it 
remains as it is, some measure of economy 
will be necessary for the coining year, and 
the city council will be obliged to keep to 
the tegular appropriations, which are very I 
liberal for all the departments. Making a i 
debt limit for cities and towns was a wise j 
provision, and the legislature should not be i 
asked every yeur to muke un exception in ! 
the cose of Newton. We shall soon get the 
reputation of being an extravagant city .and 
this will be a very unfortunate thing.

Hundreds of dollurs worth of iron, 
lead pipe und copper were disposed of by 
him to an Auburndule man, who in turn 
sold them to a dealer in East Cambridge.

Bennett was churged with breaking und 
entering the houses of Leou Goiter at Au- 
burudale and also with the larceny of Iron 
from the A. A B.Roberts bridge company. 
John Collins, the man to whom Bennett 
sold the stolen goods, ideutiliud him, as did 
his wife. A carpenter working for Collins 
also made an excellent government witness. 
The clerk and foreman of the bridge com¬ 
pany testified in regard to the uinouut of 
iron stolen. The defence was a complete 
denial. Judge Kennedy found Bennett 
guilty and sentenced him to serve (i months 


on each of the first two counts and 4 on the 
last.

Newton’s Old Railroad Station. 

! The old station building Just torn down J 
1 Ih the third that has been built in Newton, j 
I The lirst stood near the Centro street | 

! crossing, and was finished when the lirst 
train went from Boston to West Newton, j 
the end of the line, on April Hi, 1884. It 
was a story and a half structure, with a J 
belfry on top, intended for a bell to an¬ 
nounce the arrival of trains, though the 
bell was never placed there. The building 
had also a restaurant at one end as waiting 
for trains was then hungry work. 

The conductor of the lirst train referred 
to was Wm. F. Harned, a brother-in-law j 
103 711 IIenr >’ Fuller, and afterwards the 
’ founder of the lirst express company in the ( 
country. 

The lirst engine was called the Meteor, 
and was imported from England, a small 
four wheeled affair. The cars were small 
urni divided into compurtments after the 1 
English fashion, witli a narrow plank 
along the side for the conductor. The top 
had an iron railing and it was not uncom¬ 
mon to see the top filled with passengers. 
They were called Knickerbocker cars. 

The lirst engine built In this country was 
called the Yankee and was built by a com¬ 
pany located near the old Boston Milldam. 
The brakes used were peculiar affairs and 
were in the form of levers. 

Tlie second depot was placed near the 
site of the present.one and still survives, 
near the Watertown bridge, where it was 
moved when it became necessary to build 
tlie ‘‘handsome” structure, as they called 
it, which has just been torn down. It had 
the advantage of having a track on each 
side, that for the inward trains being on 
the south, and a dangerous curve was 
formed just above tlie station, near the old 
railroad pond, which was located just east 
of Richardson street. Several dangerous 
accidents were caused by this curve. The 
Long Island express, which ran between 
Boston and New York and was ferried 
across Long Island sound, was making up 
time one day, under Conductor Thomas 
Tucker, and tlie speed was so great that 
the whole train left the track ou the eurve 
und engine anil ears ran along on the sand 
till they were half buried. No one 
was injured. The Saxonville train also 
met with a similar accident some time | 
later. 

Only three houses are now standing on 
Washington street, that were there when 
the lirst depot was built. The little house 
on the corner of Peabody street, the Jack- 
son house, and the old Hall house, next to 
the engine house. The district school then 
stood just above the present Armory Hall, 
and was a one story structure, though a 
second story wus added afterwards, The 
other districts were the northwest, near 
the Towne place on California street, the 
Squash End at West Newton, one at Lower 
and one at Upper Falls and one at Newton 
Centre. 

Mr.B.F. Bucon.who gave these facts to the 
Graphic, says that lie can count only six 
men anil seven women of his former school¬ 
mates. who are still living, and only one or 
two of them reside in Newton. 

The schools of Newton were even then 
considered expensive by the townspeople, 
although they began on the lirst Monday 
after Thanksgiving and ended early in 
March, and the children had all the rest of 
the year to forget In.

The New Charter and the Mayor. 

Auhurmlale, Dec. 15, IMW. 
To the Editor nf the Okapiim::— 

Referring to your editorial of Dec. II 
upon the New Charter you ask that the 
charter commission be called upon to ex 
plain why they adopted the discredited 
system of having the mayor’s appoint¬ 
ments ami removals sustained by the 
board of aldermen. Since there Is now no 
commission, wlmt little I have to say must 
be over my own name ami be considered as 
personal to myself alone and in no way 
voicing the opinions of my late associates. 

I am prepared to admit once ami for all 
that the logical conclusion of the princi¬ 
ples adopted by the committee would have 
been to give the mayor absolute power of 
appointment ami removal. Such has been 
my own opinion for years. But the com¬ 
mittee was a unit, and in this I agreed 
with them, that the public opinion of New¬ 
ton had not yet reached a stage where such 
a provision was possible or practicable. I 
have not had time or opportunity to look 
through all the charters of Massachusetts, 
but so far as my memory serves me there is 
not a city in the Commonwealth that gives 
this power to its mayor. Was the charter 
of Newton to be the lirst to go to the legis¬ 
lature asking for such extraordinary 
powers for its mayor? Was the city of 
Newton prepared to be the lirst city in the 
Commonwealth to make the experiment? 
It was thought not. Take the proposed 
charter from Its first section to its bust and 
combine ull the changes that may be 
thought to he innovations, and the whole 
combined would not equul the change sug¬ 
gested in giving the mayor the power of 
absolute, unconditional, and conclusive 
appointments and removal without any 
reference to the board of aldermen. Refer¬ 
ence to other cities outside the state is not 
to the point. The committee hod before 
them the problem, not of preparing u 
charter for a city of hundreds of thousands 
of people confined to a small and compact 
area, nor for a smaller city like situated, 
but to prepare a charter for a city the 
largest in urea in the Commonwealth, com¬ 
posed of a number of communities, often 
unfortunately jealous of and antagonistic 
to each other and of comparatively small 
Dopulation—a city composed of homes of 
jusy men. few of whom are willing to give 
that time t^ public affairs which abroad is 
constantly to be found. These were the 
conditions, and hard they were. It could 
not in the very nature of the problem be 
expected that the result of their labor would 
be satisfactory to every citizen. Neither 
was it to every one of the committee. 
Necessarily the outcome must be the aver¬ 
age of the views of the whole. But the 
fact thut the llnal draft met the approval 
of eighteen of the members out of twenty- 
one, should convince their fellow citizens 
that what was true of the committee should 
be true ns to them, that whilst not wholly 
meeting the views of anyone,to the citizens 
as a whole it is worthy of approval. 

I beg to cull attention to the fact that the 
mayor's appointments and removals do not 
require the consent of the twenty-one 
aldermen, but only of the majority.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


macrsKioN of the new chanter east 

FRIDAY EVENING. 


Both branches of the city government 
met Friday evening for the consideration 
of the charter committee s report. The 
conference was entirely informal. The 
proposed charter was discussed, section by 
section. There were present In the cham¬ 
ber ex-Mayor Bothfeld, chairman of the 
charter committee, members of that com¬ 
mittee, many prominent citizens and 
several meinbers-elect of the city govern¬ 
ment of 1HP7. It was 1 o’clock before the 
board had completed the work of consider¬ 
ing the whole charter, and some sections 
involved considerable discussion. Section 
4 was debated for an hour, and was 
Anally passed as originally presented by ex- 
Mayor Both fold. 

The board of aldermen was called to 
order at 7.55 by Mayor Cobb. 

A petition for one street lamp on Harri¬ 
son street, signed by E. P. Small ami four 
others,was referred to the street light com¬ 
mittee. 

Mrs. .1. N. Damon and five others asked 
that a crosswalk bo plnced on Park street. 
Referred to the highway committee. 

Theodore W. Trowbridge was appointed 
an auctioneer. 

The telephone company was granted a 
location of one pole at the junction of Elm¬ 
wood and Park street. 

The sum of $200 was transferred from 
the appropriation for registration of voters 
to the appropriation for election expenses. 

The sum of $1000 was ordered trans¬ 
ferred from the receipts from police de¬ 
partment to be added to the 1800 appropri¬ 
ation for the police department. 

It was ordered that the committee on 
military atfairs be instructed to expend 
$200 for the entertainment of Gen. S. B. 
Buckner by Charles Ward Post 62. 

The petition of Simon Morrell for an ex¬ 
press license was referred to the license 
committee. 

Michael U. Robbins of Nonantum was 
granted a druggist’s sixth class liquor li¬ 
cense. 

THE NEW CHARTER 

was then considered after the board had 

J iassed into the council chamber for a 
oint session. 

Mayor Cobb announced the purpose of 
the meeting. It was simply to consider 
and discuss the committee’s report. In no 
way was it decisive. 

Alderman White thought that if there 
were any alterations they should be made 
and read at this time. 

Ex-Mayor Bothfeld speaking in behalf 
of the charter committee said that although 
six months had been spent it was not suffi¬ 
cient time. In order to get the oity govern¬ 
ment’s opinion it was decided to present it 
in the form that it had been presented that 
evening. A change which had been made 
in section 14 made it possible that the city 
government members could at any time re¬ 
move the heads of different departments. 

Another change left it possible to change 
the term of mayor or alderman from one to 
two or three years without going before 
the legislature. If one arrangement was 
not satisfactory it could be easily changed. 

The first three sections were not dis¬ 
cussed. 

When section 4 was presented ex-Mayor 
Bothfeld announced several changes that 
had been advised. He desired the opinion 
of the members. 

Councilman Davis scored the objectors to 
this section w hen he spoke of the work of 
the committee. There had been com¬ 
promises among the members before this 
C form had been decided. It was the best 
committee that could have been chosen. If 
we keep on picking flaws here and there 
we might as well throw the whole thing 
out. 

Alderman White thought it proper to ex¬ 
press opinions. 

Alderman Degen followed favoring a 
board of fourteen members, to be chosen, 
nne half for a term of one year, and the 
other for a term of two years, he desired a 
continuous board. 

Mayor Cobb also favore 1 that plan. He 
also favored a two or three years’ term for 
mayor. 

From this point the discussion was quite 
general, nearly every speaker suggesting a 
different plan. When the mayor suggested 
that Democrats, Republicans and citizens 
alike should lie given representation on 
municipal politics there was no little com¬ 
ment from the members. 

A vote was taken on each suggestion and 
the majority seemed to favor a board of 21 
aldermen, to serve one year, a mayor to 
serve one yfear. , 

Councilman Cranitch called for a yea ami 
nay vote on his motion, that the board con¬ 
sist of 21 aldermen, 1 at large and 2 by 
wards and a ward vote. He and Council¬ 
man Stearns were the only members who 
favored this. 

The consideration of other sections fol¬ 
lowed but there was no muterial change 
from the original draft. It will probably 
be again taken up.

tho petition of the Newton & Boston street 
railway company for an additional track 
location to connect with other street rail¬ 
way lines in Newtonvilie square. H. B. 
Parker appeared for the company, and 
stated that the company desired to double 
track its line ns far as the Newton club¬ 
house in order to provide a turnout for the 
Watertown and Upper Falls cars, and the 
cars of the Commonwealth Avenue line, os 
well as to accommodate people going to the 
Newton clubhouse. The Boston & Albany 
railroad was building a bridge for a double 
track road, and it was necessary to take 
immediate advantage of this action. The 
double track would tie a great convenience 
to thousands of patrons of the road. In 
case it was not deemed advisable to extend 
the locution to the clubhouse the company 
hoped to be given a double track location 
so far as Austin street. The half groove 
rail would be used in order to interfere us 
little as possible with travel. 

Alderman Greene presented a remon¬ 
strance signed by Otis E. Hunt, lion. John 
A. Fenno and 25 others, rehearsing that the 
proposed track would be a great incon¬ 
venience to the public, a detriment to pro¬ 
perty, a source of danger, and would event¬ 
ually necessitate the widening of the street. 
Received and placed on tile. 

Alderman Degen stated that the commit¬ 
tee on street railways was under a mis¬ 
apprehension when it recommended the 
granting of the location. Owing to a mis¬ 
conception of the plans it was supposed 
that the company only desired a location so 
far as Austin street. He would be opposed 
to extending the double track to the club¬ 
house. 

Alderman Greene said he had never seen 
the plans before, and the only double track 
location he knew of was near Common¬ 
wealth avenue. Alderman Downs said the 
matter was new to him also. 

Alderman Degen called on the alderman 
from Ward One not to get excited, and 
Alderman Downs said the excitement was 
not on his side. 

Mr. E. II. Peirce appeared in remon¬ 
strance. He did not regard the desired 
location as desirable or necessary. He was 
not prepared to express himself as regard¬ 
ed the location to Austin street, but would 
expect that in case the committee favored 
it another public hearing would be ordered. 

Dr. Otis E. Hunt hoped that the petition 
would not be granted. Walnut street was 
a much travelled thoroughfare. He 
recently had counted the number of car¬ 
riages passing between l»a. m. and 5 p. in., 
and found that it was 1080. It was bad 
enough to have one car waiting in the 
square, but two cars would Jbe a serious 
source of danger and inconvenience. The 
square would be blocked most of the time. 
The street was far too narrow for two 
tracks, and the street would have to be 
widened to accommodate them. 

Hon. John A. Fenno stated that the 
summer travel, not to include large num¬ 
bers of bicycles, was much larger than that 
mentioned by Dr. Hunt. The street was 
narrow, and two tracks would necessitate 
w idening it, which could only be done at 
great expense. One track was sufficient for 
the business or the Newton & Boston com¬ 
pany, and if the Commonwealth Avenue 
company could not accommodate the public 
by stopping its cars between the boulevard 
and the square it should not be allowed to 
run over the trucks. 

Alderman Greene stated that the distance 
between the outer track and the curb on 
one side would be 13 1-2 feet and on the 
other 8 1-2 feet. 

Mr. Samuel L. Powers closed for the 
street railway company. He stated that 
the double track was a necessity in order 
to carry out the plans of the con¬ 
solidated roads.by winch passengers would 
be carried to all parts of Newton and as 
far as Allston for a five cent fare. The 
citizens of Newtonvilie would reap every 
advantage from the laying of this second 
truck. 

George \V. Morse ilso appeared in favor 
of the locution; he stated that he with Mr. 
French represented the larger portion of 
the property interests in the square, and 
were strongly of the opinion that the 
granting of the locution would be to the 
advantage of the residents of Newtonvilie. 
If the turnout was located entirely on the 
northern side of the trucks business would 
be seriously handicapped. He believed 
that tlie location should be granted as fur 
as Austin street at least. 

At nine o’clock the heuring was closed. 

A petition for a sewer in Tarleton roud 
wus referred to the sewer committee in 
concurrence. <>n motion of Alderman 
Downs remonstrants against the building 
of a waiting room ut the corner of Com¬ 
monwealth avenue and Walnut street, a 
license for which was granted the Com- 
mouwealth avenue street railway company 
ut the last meeting of the board, was 
opened. 

Mr. George W. Morse appeared to remon¬ 
strate in behalf of the Newton Land and 
Improvement company. lie accused the 
street railway compuuy of springing the 
plan on the city council without giving tho 
improvement compuuy an opportunity to 
protest. His company hud not followed 
such tactics, lie suid, but had notified the 
street officials, tliut it would this evening 
ask that the order granting the license for 
tiie erection of the building be rescinded. 

.Such a building as the Common wealth 
avenue street railway proposed to erect 
would retard the development of the dis¬ 
trict, which his company was endeavoring 
to improve, and which the oity had spent 
lurge sums to develop. 

It would stand in the way of great public 
improvements in the vicinity of Dullough's 
pond. 

He did not believe in expurte hearings, 
und should not go behind anyone’s buck to 
oppose tills tiling. He wasglad to suy that 
at leust some of tho gentlemen connected 
witli tlie street railway company would 
not intentionally deprive tlie laud compuny 
of its rights. 

Tiie Newton Lund and Improvement 
company hud for years, lie suid, been buy¬ 
ing up property ami tlowage rights around 
Dullough's pond. Recently the street rail¬ 
way company hud purchased a very small 
strip of laud, to which tiie title was in dis¬ 
pute, but which wus still subject to tlie 
flow age rights of tlie luiid company. 

This being the case tlie railroad proposed 
to erect a building oil piles in order uot to 
become u trespasser. 

The laud company had served notice on 
them that tlie erection of tlie building must 
stop uud tliut they had no title to tlie laud. 
He did not consider it wise on the part of 
tlie city council to take action, which 
would tend to promote litigation between 
its citizens. 

The building wus unlit for the locality, 
uud would lie discreditable to tlie city . To 
preveut its property being injured the 
laud company stood ready to take tho 
land oil the hands of tiie Common wealth 
avenue compuuy ut 25 pur cunt, more lliuii 
the} paid for ft, and to erect for them a 
brick waiting room. 

Mr. A. D. f ’ lull in staled that tlie mutter 
iiml been talked over with tlie president of 
tlie company mouths ago, uud tliut tlie pro- 


the trustees of tlie company claiming that 
tlie railroad was a trespasser, was erecting 
the building contrary to law, and threaten¬ 
ing to remove it. In view of this an in¬ 
junction imd been applied for and a hear¬ 
ing would shortly lie held in the superior 
court in Boston. 

Mr. Morse stated thnt he had had no pre¬ 
vious knowledge of the railway’s intention 
of erecting such a building. At ten the hear¬ 
ing closed, und shortly after the board 
went into executive session.

Christmas Among the Poor of Newton. 

.fudging from the preparations that have 
been made for several weeks, the worthy 
poor of Newton will receive their full 
share of a "merry Christmas” this year, 
thunks to the work of many benevolent 
people and charitable societies, throughout 
the city. The number of families, who are 
in need of assistance and whose homes 
w ill be brightened by tlie thoughtful acts 
of these thoughtful people, has consider¬ 
ably increased during the past year. The 
greater number of these are found in the 
Nonantum district where the closing of the 
worsted mills and tho slackness of work in 
other mills lias been a great blow to many 
families. In some cases every member of 
the family worked in the mill and their 
sudden discharge compelled them to turn 
to the Associated Charities, or the city for 
aid. Those who were fortunate enough to 
have some money laid by left for other 
places to secure employment, while others 
were obliged to remain and exist us best 
they could. 

There are a great number of cases which 
the many active church societies have 
under their care, and it is not at all likely 
that any deserving ones will be forgotten. 
There are some of course, wiio prey upon 
the kindiieartedness of people, and receive 
a larger number of Christmas gifts than 
they deserve. And it is true ulso that 
others shrink from receiving this proferred 
assistance, and are content with bare neces¬ 
sities. A story is told about a family who 
received nine Thanksgiving turkeys 
through the over-zealous efforts of some 
well-meaning persons. In another case a 
box of presents was disposed of for drink 
by some that did uot appreciate it. 

The most practical distribution of pres¬ 
ents is through the udvice of Mrs. Martin, 
secretary of tlie Associated Charities. She 
has a list, and it is a long one too, which 
contains the name of every family or per¬ 
son who have applied for aid or have been 
reported by the police and others. She is 
always willing to give advice, though it 
sometimes greatly interferes with her regu¬ 
lar work. She does not however under¬ 
take tlie distribution of these articles, as 
this is (lone by the Provident branch. 
Within the past few weeks many articles 
have been received at the rooms of tlie so¬ 
ciety, and cun readily be disposed of. 
When a Graphic reporter called, Mrs. 
Martin showed Him several bundles of 
clothing, a little worn, though in excellent 
repair, and a table full of books, which had 
been sent to be given out. 

Several people and the leaders of several 
societies have received from Mrs. Martin 
many helpful suggestions and hints. No 
extra donations are made by the ‘ 
ated Charities at Christmas time.

West End Street Railway. 


Herlin, Nov. 83, *00. 

Berlin is a large place ; it has a popula¬ 
tion of nearly 2,000,000, and is urn wind. It 
is an intelligent city, has Itundruds of 
learned men connected with its great uni¬ 
versity and other institutions of lenrning. 

It is a reading city; it maintains book 
stores in large numbers and publishes I 
know not how many periodicals, and 
learned works of all sorts. It is a pious 
city; it scrupulously observes its annual 
day of “Bet and Busse.” that is, prayer and 
penance—for the "policy shops*’ which it 
supports—the lotteries advertised all over 
the city,—(the day of Bet ami Busse would 
seem more like to English speaking 
people.) 

It is a thirsty city, not a “dry" one; the 
Spree does not meet all demunds, but 
rivers of beer find mouths enough to keep 
the streams from overflowing and stream¬ 
ing down the streets and gutters. 

It is a noisy city, “roaring" as London. 
Day and night there is “rattling" o'er the 
stony streets, and the thunder of the city 
traversing railway truins. On vurious 
streets, at cab-stands, carriages are in 
•waiting through all the 24 hours, in readi¬ 
ness for service. White hatted drivers 
seem to be preferred to the black hatted 
ones, their carriages being thought 
superior. 

It is a city peculiarly mustachioed. I 
have not seen the Emperor, but have seen 
sundry photographs and otlxer portraits of 
him. and I see that he lias a mustache like 
a wing on each half of the upper lip, ami 
each cheek, the tip well up to the cheek¬ 
bone. Young men Imitate, but do not come 
up to the original. In shop window's, “all 
over,” one sees the mustache-cloth, made 
apparently of bolting-cloth, narrow for the 
upper lip, and Widening to the ears to 
which it is attached, if they arc large 
enough. Combs are made, the back pro¬ 
longed and bent back to fit over the cloth, 
so the mustache, properly moistened, may 
be combed Into place. The combs removed 
the elotli may stay on all right. 

It is a military city, and perhaps all Ger¬ 
man cities are. Here at any rate are main¬ 
tained more than half as many soldiers us 
there are in the whole United States Army. 
You meet them at every turn, and con¬ 
stantly on the military salute. I was 
studying one of the monuments. A soldier 
with musket at shoulder was pacing about 
it, to keep my feet from the hallowed ter¬ 
race. Another soldier in long grey coat 
with sword beneath, bow-legged, spurred, 
was coming and about to pass on the street. 
The L'uard saw him come near, and quick 
as a flash the musket was brought straight 
before ills nose, man and musket equally 
straight and stiff. The gray coat having 
passed, the musket flies back to the 
shoulder, and the right hand went with a 
slap to the thigh. The pacing continued, 
interrupted by similar salutes. Perfect 
machinery. 

Berlin is a fire-proof city, if any city can 
be so. Stone and brick, and marble ami 
iron are used in the walls of buildings, 
trivate and others, and in sidewalks. I 
rave not seen a frame building. I have 
once seen in my two weeks here, and in 
much going ubout the city, have seen but 
once, the tire department called upon, and 
then I saw no fire, but did stand aside as 
the bells gave signal of danger, and I saw- 
men in uniforms driven by in furious 
haste, and followed, at some distance, by 
other carriages and more men, and last of 
all, the little steamer. 

it is a well-bridged city, about 2 score 
bridges, each having its name, are in con¬ 
stant use. The Spree, at her own secret 
will (it is a feminine river) making sundry 
by-chambers for herself, or drawn oil in 
canals for man’s use, has cut the city up 
into islands larger and smaller, and ren¬ 
dered bridges necessary. Some are solid, 
expansive, ornamental with statues, or 
allegorized figures.

statue of the Great Elector. 

It is a city of good water—water for 
domestic purposes. It is brought from a 
lake and is repeatedly filtered, passing 
from one reservoir to another on its way to 
the city. It comes clear and cod to the 
table, and there are Germans who prefer it 
to beer. If one could only find such in all 
European towns! 

It is a majestic city, as the empire, of 
which it is the capital, is majestic. It 
meets you everywhere, the majesty of elec 
tor and kings and emperors, and of the im¬ 
perial households und belongings and de¬ 
pendencies. The very atmosphere respires 
majesty. The air is full of it, and enwraps 
aud penetrates and fills palaces and monu¬ 
ments and mausoleums, and noble galler¬ 
ies and stately buildings. 

It is a monument city. Monuments, 
equestrian statues on lofty pedestals, and 
statuos not equestrian, of bronze, or 
marble, look upon you from the way-side, 
from mill-street, in pleasure-gardens, in 
parks where they lurk among the trees and 
ulmost startle you; on bridges, in public 
squares, in galleries, and museums. Alle¬ 
gorical figures, too. in murble or copper, or 
jronze, stand before the entrance to the 
'Sahloss” (the royal residence of the em¬ 
peror) and in front of other public edifices: 
or look down upon you from the “Pillar of 
Peace." and the “Coluihiftif Victory," or 
tlie “Brandenburg Gate," and many more 
from their lofty stations on the “Hull of 
Glory," on theatres, opera houses, bridge¬ 
walls, royal residences, and on whatnot? 
And oh! the busts of all sorts of heroes! I 
had almost forgotten them. And moreaie 
coming, for William II bus not been long 
in the imperial saddle. 

Shull l write of some of the monuments? 
Nothing is more impressive than the Mau¬ 
soleum at ('lmrlotteiiburg, a suburb of Ber¬ 
lin. The Mausoleum is simple, but beauti¬ 
ful of design externally, stands in the midst 
of a large purk belonging to the royal 
palace built 200 years ago. Within this, 
beauty is indescrible. The guide closes 
the door through which you enter, and 
floods the interior with light as if from the 
poned heavens. Instinctively you bare 
your head and IiuhIi your voice to a whis¬ 
per, as you ascend u few marble steps to 
the sanctuary of the deud. Here are four 
monuoients, made of the purest marble 
from Carrara. Who Hhall describe the 
exquisite chiseling of the portrait figures 
lying there, aud of the enfolding robes and 
veils? 1 cuunot. 1 can but stum) beside 
them in mute admiration. Murble slabs in 
the floor give names und dutes of those 
whose remains lie beneath, but who seem 
to breathe again through the murble lips. 
They are Frederic William Ill, the’Must,” 
King of Prussia, who died in 1840; beside 
him Queen Louise, his wife, who died in 
IKK); at the feet of these, their second son, 
Emperor William 1, who died 18*8, and his 
wife. Empress Augiistu, who died in 1MM). 
(The heart of Frederic William IV is in a 
marble cusket at the feet of his purents, the 
two first mimed ubove.) The sculptor, 
Bunch, made at Curruru aud Borne the 
huuutiful figure of Queen Louise in 1812-13. 
it was pliued here in 1815, ami iiiude Bauch 
famous. 

The “Slgossueule" “Column of Victory,’ 
deserves special mention. It stunds in the 
Thiergurteu. not far from the entrance hy 
the Bruudenburg Gute. It’s height from 
the ground is 200 feet. 

Upon a large circular terrace approached 
hy eight steps of granite, is the massive 
square pedestal of polished granite dio feet 
or more square), adorned with bronze re¬ 
liefs, commumoratiug the great victories of 
1870-1871, and others of curlier campaigns. 
On the cast side the Danish war of 1804; mi 
the north the buttle of Koeuiggnitz in 1800; 
on the west side the buttle of Seduu; ou 
the south the return of troops. These re¬ 
liefs are the work of different urtists. I li¬ 
on the pedestul is u circular open colonnade 
within which is the base of the column cur 
belished with Vcnutiuu mosuics, illustrat¬ 
ing iu figures purtly historical aud purtly 
allegorical, the war of 1875 und the restora¬ 
tion of the German umpire. Below are the 
numus of generals and buttles. From this 
base springs the column of yellowish gray 


sandstone. In the three fluted sections of 
the column are three rows of cannon 
(gilded) captured from the Danes, the Aus¬ 
trians and the French; a cannon In each 
fluting, do in all. 

• The summit consists of a capital formed 

I of eagles, upon which Is the figure of 
Borussia, winged, representing Victory, 43 
feet in height. 

The monument was designed by Strack, i 
Inaugurated" 2 Sept. 1873, ami dedicated j 
by a grateful peoplo to tho victorious army. 

The Brandenburg Gate Is at the west 
end of the “Unter den Linden" street, and . 
at the entrance from the Thlergarten. It | 
was erected In 17HFMJ3, In imitation of the 
Propylasa at Athens, to take the place of 
an old city gate. Through it are five differ¬ 
ent carriage ways separated by massive 
dorio columns. Through the center pass- | 
age no private carriage is allowed to go. 
The gate is made of sand stone, 85 feet 
high including the figure (named below), 
and 205 feet wide. It is surmounted by a 
“Quadriga of Victory" made of copper by 
Schadow. It was carried by the French to 
Paris In 1807, and wits restored in 1814. On 
the east side toward the Linden are two 
wings resembling Grecian temples, that on 
the north side is a Telegraph and Pneumat¬ 
ic post office, the one on the south is a 
Guard House. 

On the outside, the west, are handsome 
open colonnades for foot passengers. In 
the south one is a statue of Murs, made by 
Schadow, and placed appropriately enough 
near the Guard House. 

The equestrian monument to Frederic 
the Great, (born 1712, King of Prussia 1740- 
1780) I cuunot adequately describe. There 
is no monument in Europe, of the same 
general character, that is superior, if there 
be one equal to it. It stands 40 feet high 
Just below the statue are, on tablets, the 
portraits in relief of his generals,with their 
names. Below these at the base of the 
pedestal, are groups of bronze figures. The 
monument is at the • ast end of the Linden, 
:l- 4 of a mile from the B. Gate. Frederic 
carries his historic cane iu his right hand. 
He looks eastward into Eternity,with com¬ 
manding look. 

The monument of King Frederic William 
111 (175)7-1840), is only less noble than that 
of Frederic the Great. It stands in the 
Lust Garten in front of the museum. The 
statue,equestrian, is upon a pedestal around 
which are grouped symbolic figures of 
heroic size. In front is one. Clio, who 
has inscribed the words “I Jem Gerechten,” 
(To the dust man.) On one^ side we read 
translating “Righteousness exalteth a 
nation;” on the north side, “Peace on 
Eartli;” on the remaining side “They have 
often oppressed me in my youth, but they 
have not over powered me." 

I will name but one more of the esquest- 
rian statues, that of the “Great Elector,” 
Frederic William, the founder of the 
Prussian monarchy. He was born in 1020 
(a year memorable in American history), 
and lie died in 1088, memorable in English 
history. He was ruler from 1040 till his 
death. The monument stands at the west 
end of the “Electoral Bridge,"the entrance 
to King street. It was erected oy his son 
Frederic III, (King Frederic I) in 1703. The 
present socle is due to the present 
Emperor William II. At the base of the 
monument are four colossal figures in 
bronze, all manacled. 

There is a fine monument to Martin 
Luther, another of Goethe, one of Schiller, 
one of Lessing, a large bust of Hegel ami 
statues of Alt x inder Humboldt aud of his 
brother William; these in various parts of 
the city. 

1 must not fail to mention a beautiul 
marble figure representing Prussia, (named 
in Latin, Bocussia), ami standing in the 
vestibule of the “Hall *>f Glory, or a 
majestic bronze figure, Berolina, (Berlin), 
standing in the Alexander Piatz. I wish 
you could see also a group, in stone, stand¬ 
ing in the Thiergurteu. I came upon it 
while looking for Goethe. It is u lion and 
lioness and lion whelps. The mother lies 
stricken to death by an arrow, her babes 
are lacking nourishment; the lion stands 
beside them stricken with grief. In his 
attitude and face, the lower jaw dropped, 
you can read his grief and hear his moans. 
I was glad to find a good photograph of the 
group an I to bring it away. 

And now do you begin to feel like the 
man who, according to Punch, had taken 
his funiily to Europe, and with wife and 
daughters had visited all the galleries and 
museums, at last turned gladly toward his 
native land, remarking, “Well, I don’t 
want to see no more o’ them stone gals," I 
do not wonder. 1 get weary myself in 
museums aud picture galleries at times. 
We will cluinge them .somewhat.

The charter they have proposed may be 
open to criticism on a number of points, 
but it does • not appear that any one is so 
far able to suggest any amendments that 
will meet the ease more satisfactorily. No 
charter that could be drawn up would suit 
every one and this fact may as well be 
recognized at the outset. 

The new charter was and had to be a 
compromise, and its provisions were 
adopted after careful deliberation, and a 
thorough consideration of opposing plans. 
They have given us a coherent and system¬ 
atic plan, which, while not perfect, is in 
every may better than the old charter 
whose provisions have been outgrown. 
The latter did well enough when Newton 
was a small city, as Newton was at the 
time of its adoption, but it has long been 
outgrown. 

To select only one of the amendments to 
the new charter that have been proposed, 
the scheme to elect only one-third of the 
members of the board of aldermen every 
year, and have tw o-thirds hold over, would 
be to remove the government too far from 
the people and make changes impossible. 
A majority would thus hold over, and 
however much the people desired it, they 
could make no change in the policy of the 
board for two years, which is too long a 
time for a city government. The plans of 
electing all the members every year is 
much preferable to this. 

The main point to consider is whether 
the new charter is not an improvement 
over the old one, and if so it should be 
adopted without too great a delay. We 
think there is no one w ho will deny that it 
is better, and while all of the provisions 
may not be approved by every one, they 
can endorse the charter us a whole. 

The present city council will soon go out 
of office and will be succeeded by new 
men, who can not be expected to know

He spoke of 
petition presented some time ago by the 
women oi Newton Centre who urged that 
this matter be considered by the school 
noard. It was at that time referred to the 
finance committee. They reported favoring 
it. but thought it inexpedient at that time. 
Mr. Aldrich thought the present time an 
excellent opportunity for the introduction 
of the work. It would be locally experi¬ 
mental. 'file master of the Wade school 
was at present taking u course of lessons 
in Sloyd and the master of the Hyde school 
was (piite proficient. They were both 
willing tu give it a trial. It was not in¬ 
tended to make it compulsory, but offer it 
as an option. The parents of course would 
decide for the pupil.

The finance commit 
tee, through its chairman, Lucius G. Pratt. 
Esq., reported satisfactory response to its • 
appeals for contributions, and hoped that i 
with proper economy the expenses for 
the coming year could he kept within the 1 
limit of the estimated receipts, although 
needed improvements and repairs might ' 
make this difficult. Rev. Dr. Shinn for the 
executive committee, reported for the three j 
months an average of 08 patients admitted; 
also a change In the rules of the executive 
committee enlarging the Hospital staff, and 
dividing it Into surgical and medical sec¬ 
tions,but representing equally both schools 
of medicine as heretofore; also permitting 
physicians from out of town to have 
patients in the private ward and using the 
operating ward under certain conditions. 
The following were elected as members of 
of the Hospital staff, their terms of ser¬ 
vice being in the order given: Surgical, 
Dr. Curtis, Dr. Perkins, Dr. Utley, Pr. 
Porter and Dr. May; medical. Dr. Both* 
feld and Dr. Thayer, Dr. Knight and Dr. 
West, Dr. Eaton and Dr. Hunt, Dr. Clarke 
and Dr.Wiley,I)r.Talbotand Dr.Davenport, 
Dr.Sylvesterand Dr.Lorlng. Dr.Shinn next 
read the following minute upon the death of 
Dr. F. E. Crockett: “It is not necessary 
to enter into any extended or elaborate 
eulogy of our departed friend.

A FEARFUL RUN. 


I hnve boon n railway guard for mort 
than 20 years, and during that time I’vi 
witnessed many accidents, passed unhurt 
through many tight places and had several 
narrow escapes from death, but there ift 
one experience that stands out vividly be¬ 
fore all others. 

It happened In 1878, yet even now, nftei 
the lapse of 18 years, I shudder at the rec¬ 
ollection of the danger which threatened 
us, though at the same tiiuo I thrill with 
admiration when I think of the magnificent 
courage of the man by whom this dangei 
was averted. 

On Easter Monday of tho above mention¬ 
ed year I had charge of an excursion train 
coming back from Portsmouth to London. 
We were standing by the platform of th< 
Portsmouth town station, on the point ol 
starting for homo, when a man, accom¬ 
panied by two little girls, came rushing 
through the gate. The carriages wew 
paoked in every compartment by happy, 
Binging excursionists, and knowing the 
late comer would find it difficult to obtain 
a seat I beckoned him and told him to get 
into my van. This, simple as it sounds, 
was the luckiest thing I ever did, both for 
the company, myself and many others. 

As soon as themun and his children had 
entered I gave the signal, and away we 
went through the gathering night on our 
momentous journey. 

My companion, whose name I suhse 
quentiy learned was Edward Stokes, wat 
one of those quiet, inoffensive looking 
chaps who pass among their unobservant 
fellows for ’’soft,” but beneath his work¬ 
man’s emit heat as brave and unselfish a 
heart as ever throbbed with life. 

The iirSt thing lie did on entering the 
van was to make his little girls as com¬ 
fortable as possible, and they, no doubt 
thoroughly tired out, weresoou fast uuleep. 

We had been traveling about half an 
hour and lutd just cleared a station when 
suddenly there was home to our startled 
ears the loud, fierce sliont of angry men. 
We wero going at a fair pace, and the noise 
evidently came down with the wind—that 
is, from tho direction In which we were 
moving. 

My van hud the bulging sides so com 
man in guards’ vans at the present day, 
and was coupled next the smokestack ol 
tiie engine, the tender going first. I gazed 
through the side windows into the night, 
but beyond the subdued glare from the 
engine call I could see nothing.

HEWT0NVILLE WOMAN’S GUILD. 


ADDRESS OF HON. .1. F. C. HYDE ON “NEW¬ 
TON SIXTY YEARS AGO.” 

On Monday afternoon in Dennison hall, 
the Guild and their friends hod the rare 
privilege of listening to ex-Mayor Hyde’s 
reminiscences of Newton’s history. 

Having been so closely allied with the 
town’s interests for so long a time, his re¬ 
marks were unavoidably somewhat person¬ 
al, but were so modestly given that it only 
enhanced the interest of the audience. 

Mr. Hyde believes with Dr. E. E. Hale 
in the good and old-fashioned town meet¬ 
ing as the best democratic method of gov¬ 
ernment in the world. 

“There the high and the low, the rich 
and the poor, the white and the black’’ 
(he specially recalled Gen. Hull’s “Ole 
Till’’) had equal right to be heard, and 
while “some queer grammar, queer logic 
and queer good many things” were ex¬ 
pressed, a general opinion was gained. 

The meetings were held in the church 
usually, but once we met in the horse- 
sheds. In those days the Upper and 
Lower Falls controlled politics of New 
Towne and sent whom they pleased to the 
Legislature.” 

Hon. Win. Jackson was recalled as a very 
prominent man, and later Dr. Bigelow, al¬ 
though there were many who were large- 
hearted and public-spirited. 

All went to church down to Cambridge 
in those days, and as there were no roads, 
and few cut paths, they rode double on 
horseback, the good man and his wife, the 
lads and lassies walking across the fields. 

It would tax one’s courage today to walk 
from six to ten miles for morning service, 
and in lieu of well-heated churches with 
comfortable seats, to gather what warmth 
one could from the little footstoves of the 
dear grandmothers. 

It seems strange to think now, that Cam¬ 
bridge’s chief objection to losing that por¬ 
tion of her territory in New Towne, was 
that she “did not know what she should do 
for cow-land and pasturage.” 

In 1825 (the year of the speaker’s birth) 
the appropriation for schools was 81460; 
1837 to 1840 it was $2500, and now it reaches 
8150,000. The high school was established 
in 1859. 

In those days the fire department, for 
which we have such high regard under its 
present attainments, was run on a novel 
ulan. 

When fire was discovered a horseman 
went hurrying through the town crying 
“fire” and some one ran to the church and 
rang the bell to rouse both men and wo¬ 
men to lend assistance; that was one of the 
feminine “rights” in those days to pass the 
empty buckets back, of which each house 
owned two, that always hung in the porch. 
While the men passed down the full ones, 
and each woman was pnvilged to bring all 
the water from the well she wanted, also, 
when there was no fire. 

They never tried to save the house that 
was burning, but to prevent the lire spread¬ 
ing, by throwing water on adjacent build¬ 
ings. In 1847 the appropriation was 
81087.03, in 1873, 816,000, and is now about 
830,000. In 1825 the whole appropriation 
of the town was 84500. In 1836 it was 
87000. Today it is almost a million dollars. 
But there is a wonderful increase in valu¬ 
ation, as for example, “a tract of land I 
could have easily purchased for 850 an 
acre in vicinity of what is now Richardson 
street, Newton, is valued at 81700. 

There were one or two carriages in town 
for the very meagre roads, where today 
Newton is especially noted for its excellent 
highways and its line turnouts that bowl 
over the beautiful boulevards. The old 
Worcester turnpike over which the stage 
with its patient passengers went, via 
Roylston street, from Boston to New York 
in a week, if in good luck, had its toll 
gates, and was an uphill, down dale ati'uir. 
Still, we of today recall stories of its 
romances and picturesqueness. 

Newton had the first stsam railroad in the 
United States. The cars began to run 
April 16, 1834; went three tunes a day, 
carried from two to eight passengers, who 
paid thirty seven and a halt cents a trip. 

In early days of the town’s history al¬ 
most every man drank New England rum, 
which cost twenty-five cents u gallon then, 
and was better than today at 82. But at 
installations and ordinations, funerals and 
christenings,haying and huskings ;in winter 
to warm one up, and in summer to cool 
one off, it was an essential. Nopastoral 
call was complete without it and 
the parson needed a pretty level head to 

S et through his round of calls safely in 
ignified manner. The first temperance so¬ 
ciety was formed in the town in 1830, and 
out of that evolved the Newton Savings 
Bank, money saved by abstinence, which 
from small beginnings has become a bank 
of great resource and strength, and “we 
don’t propose to let it fail—not till after 
the Bank of England any way.” 

In 1873 there were 1200 odd voted for, and 
300 against the town becoming a city, and 
of course the majority won—and today 
some one whispers they “rather think the 
golden robin has built its nest in Newton 
and Brookline,” and another that its the 
“best place this side of heaven.” 

Mr. Hyde thought the ladies might be 
interested to know just where the centre of 
the Garden City is and defined it as that 

S oint where Valentine street turns into 
le boulevard. 

Some pleasant and valuable facts were 
given regarding the churches of the town, 
and the pastors from John Elliot, son of 
John Elliot, the apostle, to Dr. Homer and 
Father Grafton. And of the Public Libra¬ 
ry of which the city is so justly proud, to 
wliioli the library at Newton Centre trans¬ 
ferred its 11,000 volumes, before it hud 
gained the fine collection it now possesses. 

A graphic sketch was drawn contrasting 
the conditions of the mothers of the olden 
time and the women of our day. 

It wus not easy cooking over an open 
fire with the use of the crane, which we 
think of more for its picturesqueness than 
its former utility. 

With tender regret the speaker thought 
of his own dear mother, who with the care 
of her large family of nine children, did 
her own work, in a house that lacked all 
the conveniences that we uow regard es¬ 
sential. The womeu iu those days made 
sausages, tried out lard, smoked hams, 
husked corn, and did much other hard 
work; often hud to go a mile or two to see 
u neighbor’s face, or to watch with the 
sick, care for the dying or lay out the dead, 
all of which was regarded as woman's 
duty. But there was another side. NVhut 
good things came out of that old brick 
oven. 

Was it that the brown breud uml baked 
beaus aud Indian pudding were so much 
better, or is it the difference in appetite be¬ 
tween now and then? 1 always thought 
somehow that brick oven mother baked in, 
was best of all, ami the chuts around the 
big open fire, evenings after the days work 
was (lone, are pleasant to look buck to. 

Thuuksgiving was iudoed a day of pruise 
aud thunks, of family reunion and meeting 
of friends, but—there were no merry 
Christmas festivals then with us. Tim 
women of today seem to huvu no time 
from their clubs uud whist, and multitudi¬ 
nous engagements, to make a good old- 
fushioned visit; taking their knitting or 
sewing, uud spending the afternoon, while 
the husbuml and perhaps other family 
members come to tea, cream toast, quince 
preserve, pound for pound, raised biscuit 
uud some plain cuke, seldom uny meat, 
made a good supper, supplemented about 
eight o’clock by apples aud cider from the 
cellar, aud a bright story iu the firelight, 
made a pretty good time. 

Iu tills pleasant strain us if dreaming 
over the old days, aud in a delightful, in¬ 
formal nmuuur, without manuscript, one 


thing starting another. Mr. Hyde talked 
for over an hour, and kindly answered ! 
many questions from his listeners. A ris- i 
ingvoteof thanks was cordially tendered 
him and he withdrew to meet another en¬ 
gagement with the alertness of a man of ! 
thirty-five, rather than of one who has ■ 
passed his seventieth milestone.

The bill in equity brought by the Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue Street Railway Com¬ 
pany, vs Jonathan A. Lane and others, 
trustees of the Newton Land and Improve¬ 
ment Company, which had been the sub¬ 
ject of considerable public discussion and 
of hearing before the board of aldermeu of 
the city of Newton, on the question of a 
license, was brought up before Justice 
Richardson of the Superior court, Wednes¬ 
day in Boston. 

The bill sets forth that the petitioner 
had leave and was about to erect a building 
on the corner of Commonwealth avenue 
and Walnut street, Newtonville; that the 
respondents threatened to demolish it, and 
petitioner prayed for an injunction against 
their doing so. 

The respondents claim that the leave to 
erect the building would not have been 
given by the aldermen of Newton if they 
had fully understood it; that the hearing 
was ex parte; that the petitioner had no 
such title as would enable it to erect a 
proper building; that the building could 
only be built upon piles, and would be con¬ 
trary to public interests, as well as the 
large individual interests which they rep¬ 
resent in that region. 

Notice was served upon the petitioner 
that they would demolish any structure 
erected there. The matter came up before 
the board of aldermen of the city of New¬ 
ton on Monday night, on a petition of the 
trustees, the respondents in the equity 
cause, for a rescission of the license to 
build. The board of aldermen decided to 
assign the whole matter for a 1 tearing on 
Monday evening next. 

At the hearing before the justice, the 
petitioner took the ground that, as they 
would agree to demolish nothing before 
the hearing before the board of aldermen, 
an injunction would only prejudice the 
board of aldermen, and was unnecessary. 
The judge, taking the same view, decliued 
to issue an injunction, upon the assurance 
of the respondents that nothing would be 
done in the meantime by them to interfere 
with the petitioner, thus leaving the entire 
matter for a decision of the board of aider- 
men of the city of Newton. 

Messrs. Strout and Coolidge appeared 
as counsel for the petitioner, Messrs.Morse 
A Lane and .John T. Hughes for tlie re¬ 
spondents.
